Weſt Inates. 


coaſtes of Spayne, haddatorcible and contipuall winde ning, 


\ Certayne Carauell ſayling in the \Veſt Ocean, aboutthe , ,,,q1,..;.._ 


from the Ealt, whereby it was driven to aland vaknowne, 
and not deſcribedin any Mapor Carde ot the Sea, aud 


was driuen (till along by the coalte of theſame for the ſpace of 


many daies, vntill it came toa hauen, wherein aſhort time: che 
_ partof the mariners, being long before very weake and fe- 
ble by reaſon of hunger and trauayle, dyed : fothat onely tho 
Pilot, with three or toure other, remayned alive. And not only 
they that dyed, did not enioy the Indies whiche they hr(t difſco- 
uercd to their misfortune, but the reliduealſo that lived had in 
maner as litle fruition of the ſame:not leauing,or at the lealt not 
openly publiſhing any memorie thereof,neyther of the place,or 
what itwas called , or in what yeere it was founde : Albeis, the 
fault was not theirs, but rather the malice of vthers, or the enuie 
of that which we cal fortune. I do not thertore maruecile,that the 
auncient hiſtories attirme, that great thinges proceede and in- 
creale of ſmall and obſcure beginninges, lith we haue ſcene the 
ſameverihed in this hnding of the Indies, being lo notable and 
newe a thing. We necde not be curious to [eeke the name of the 
Pilot, {1th death made a ſhorreende of his doinges. Some will,

What manner of man Chriſtopher Colo: { othoywiſe 
called Columtbin ) was,ana how he came firſt 
to the krowleage of the Indies . 


Hriſtopher Colon was borne in Crgw7e2, or (as [ome lay | 
tn Verw, avillage inthe territory of Genzg 1n Jtalie, Hee 


© delcended aslomethinke, ofthe houle of the Peleſtreles ot. 


Placentia in Lxmbardie . He beganne of achylde to bee a 
maryner : of whole arte they haue great exerciſe on the ryuer of 
Genua, He traded many yeeres into S»ria, and other parts of the 
Ealt, After this, hee became a mailter in making cardes for the 
ſea, whereby hce hadde great vantage. Hee came to Portugal! 
to know the reaſon and deſcription of the South coalts of Attri- 
ca, and the nauigations of the Portugalles,thnereby to make his 
cardes more perted to beeſolde. Hee maryed in Portugall, as 
lome lay:oras many lay,in the ITland of Madera, where he dwelt 
at {{ich time as the ſaide Caravcll arryued there, whole Pilot ſo- 
iGrnedin h's huule, and dyed aifo there, beequeathing to Colc;; 
Itzcarge of thedelcription of tuch newe landes as he had found, 
vicreby Coley hadde the firit knowledge of the Indies, Some 
Lavethoupht that Colon waswelllearned inthe Latine tongue 
an the fcieuce of Colmographie : and that he was thereby tilt 
owed to ſceke the lands of Awiipodes,and therich Nand of C:- 
£-:4;0,nhereot Afurchus Panlus writeth, Allo that he had reade 
\lat Plato in his dialogues of Timers and Cricras, writeth of the 
6:eat Lande of Arlantide,and of agreat lande inthe welt Ocean 
vadilcouced, being biggerthen Alia and Africa. Furthermore 
thathie had knowledge what Ariftatle and Theophraſin laye in 
their booxes of Naruayles, where they write that certayne 
:Ma:cliauites of Carthage, faviing from the ſtrayghtes of G:-

kat map Colen was, 2 


braltzy towarde the Welt and South, founde after many daics 
a great Jlandenotivliabited , yet replenithed with all thinges Sn 
requilite, and hauing matriy navigable ryuers. In decde Colon jexrneg. 
was notgreatly learned : yetof good vnderitanding. And Colon confer 
when he had knowledge of tlie ſayde newe lavdes by the infor- ed with lear. 
ination of the ceade Pilotte, made relation thereof to certayne nedmen, 
jicarned menne, wieh whome he cunterred as touching the lyke 
thinges mentioned of olde authors. Hee cominunicated this 
ſecrete and conterred chietely witha Fryar, named John Perez, 
of Afarchena, that dwelt in the CAlonaſtery of Rabraa. So that I 
verily beleeuc, thatin manner all that hee declared, and ma- 
nic thinges more that hee left vnſpoken, were written by the 
fayde Spanylhe Pilotte that dyed in his houſe, For I am per- S— 
 fwaded,that if Colon by (cienceatteined to the knowledge of the 
Indies, hee woulde long beefore haue communicated this ſe- 
crete ty his owne countrey-menne the Gennenſes,that trauayle 
all theworlde for gaynes, and not haue come into Spayne for 
this purpoſe. But doubtlelle hee never thuught of any ſuche 
thing, beefore heechaunced to bee acquainted with theſayde 
Pylotte, who founde thoſelandes by fortune, according to 
the ſayinge of Plinte, nod ars avcere non potuit, caſus wnuent. 
T hat is, T hat arte couldenot teache, chaunce tuunde. Albeit, 
the more Chriſtan opinion is, ito thinke that G OD of his 
ſingular prouidence and infinitte goodnetle,at the length with 
eyes of compaflion asit were looking downe from heauen vp- 
pon the Sonnes of Adam, folong kept ynderSathais capti- 
uitie , intended euen then(for caules to him onelie vaknowne ) 
torayſe thoſe windes of mercy whereby that Carauell ( here- 
in mott lykevnto the ſhyppe of Noe, whereby the remnant of 
the whole worlde was faued, as by this Carauell this newe 
worlde receyued the firlt hope of their faluation } was driven 
to theſe lande*, But wee will nowe deciare what greatchinges 
followed of this ſmall begynning, and howe Coten followed 
this matter, revealed vnto-him not without GOD $ pro-

But in howe much more hee de= 
liredthis, the Jelle was his power to accomplithe his de- 
lire. For, beelide that of i1ml{cite hee was notable to turmithe 
one ſhyppe, he lacked allo the fauour ot a King, vader whoſe 
protection he inight fo cnioy the riches hee hoped to hinde,that 
none othcr myght take theſame from him,or deteate him there 
of. And fceing the king of Portugal occupied in the conquelt of 


 Attrica, and the Nauigationsof the Ealt, which were then tilt 


atrempted , the King of Caſtylelikewiſe no lelle builied in the 
warres of Granada, hee lent to his brother Bartholomewe Colon 
(who was alſo priuie to this ſecrete ) to practile with the King 
of Englande (Henry the (euenth ) being verie rich and without 
watres, promiling to bring him great riches in ſhortetime, it 
hee woulde [hewe tum fauour, and turnithe him with ſhippes ts 
diſcouer the newe Indies, whereof he had certaine knowledge. 
Bur neyther here being able to bring his ſuite to/patle, he cauled 
the matter to be moued to the king of Portugal Don Alonſa,the 
ftth of that name : at whoſe hands he found neither fauour nor 
mony,foraſinuch as the Liccatiat Ca/zaalla the bithop of Yiſeo, 
and one mailter Rodrigo,men of credite in the ſcience of Colmo- 
praphie, withitvode him, and contended that there neither was 
107 coulde any polde or other riches bee foundein the Welt,as 
{el-nathrmed. By reaſon whereot he was very {ad and penliue: 
but yet was not diſcouraged, ur defpaired of Þ hope of his good 
aluenture, which heeaiterwarde tounce, T1 tis done, he twoke 
1ypping at Lybarue, and cameto Pos of Mogacr, where hee 
communed with curtm Alorſo Pizon, an experte Pilotte, who 
ott-red himfelfe vato him, After this, diſcluting the whole ſe- 
cretcs of his minde tu 7o1n Perez, of Marchena( a iryar of thor 
der of {atat Frances in Rabidazand wel iecarned in Colmography) 
a; declaring vato him howe by following the courſe of the 
Sunne by atemperate Voyage, Iich and great landes might be 
founde: tfic Fryar greatly commended his enterpriſe,and = 
in 


for his firſt voyage. : 
him counſayle to breake the matter to the Duke of Aſeaina Sia 
mMa,Don Enrique of Guzmangagreat Lorde, and very rich : alſe 
to Don Lnzs of Cerda, the Duke of Hedina C'elr,yfo atthat time 
had great prouihon of ſhips well furniſhed in his hauen of Saxrz 
CHaria, But whereas both thele Dukes tooke the matter for a 
dreame, and as a thing dewled of an Irahtian decciuer, who { as 
they chought ) had betore with like pretence deluded the kinges 
of Englande and Portugall, the Fryar gaue him courage togoe 
tothe courte of the Catholike Princes Doz Fernando, and lady 
1/abell pririces of Caltile, attirming that they woulde bee ioytuil 
of tuchenewes : And for his better furtherance herein, wrote 
letters by him to Fryar Ferdinand of Talaverathe Queenes con- 
fetlor. Chriſtopher Colon theretore, repayred to the Court of the 
Catholike princes, in the yeere 1486. and delivered ynto their 
handes the petition of his requeſt,as co.icerning the dilcouering 
of the new Indies. But they being more carefull, and applying 
all their mynde howe they mignr dryue the Moores out of the The conquet 
kingdome of Granada, whiche greatenterprile they had already © Granada, 
takenin hande, did little or nothing elteeme the matter. But 
Colon not thus diſcouraged, founde the meanes to declare his 
ſuiteto ſuch as had ſometimes priuate communication with the 
King. Yet becauſe hee was a traunger, and went but in limpie 
apparel,nor otherwiſe credited then by the letter of a gray tryar 
they beleeued him not, neyther gaueeare to his wordes, wherc- 
by he was greatly tormented in his 1magination, Onely Alonſo 
of Duntanitia, the Kinges chiefe Auditor, gave him meate and 
drinke at his owne charges, and hearde gladlyſuche thynges as 
hee declared of the landes not then founde : deliring him inthe 
meane tymeto bee content with that poore entertaunmeRt, aid 
not tudiſpayre of his enterprzic:putting him allo in good com- 
forte that he {hvulVegat one time or other,come to the ſpeech of 
the Cathvlite princes. And thus ſhortly after, by the meanes 
of Alon/oot Dnnt ili, Colonwas broughtto the preſence and 
audience of ij:e Carilinall Don pero Gonzales of Mendoza, arch- 
biſhop of ”ed-, a inanne of great reuenues and authority with The archba 
che King and Qieene,who brought him before them,after that ſhop ot T 0+ 
he well perceived and examined his entent. And by this meanes <0:

to be no bigger then tnecages wherin they are bruughtvpand 
live, But to ceturne to C's/2x,S0hOtY vyrget was the liege of Gra= 
nada, that they prefently graunted lim his demande to leeke the 
new lands,& to-bring trom thence gold, liuer, pearles, precious 
ſtones, ſpices,and f.uch other rich things . They gaue him alſa 
ene 19.partot allthe reuenues and cultomes due vnto the king, 
of all ſuch landes as he ſhoulde diſcouer, not doing preiudicein 
anything tothe king of Portugall.The particulars of this agree- 
ment were made in the towne called $ata Fe: & the priuxedge 
of tnerewarde in Granadathe xxx. day of Aprill, the ſame yeere 
that citie was won.

Tndwt : & ttis diuided intomany kingdomes contining with the 
fame.From this greatIndia(called the Ealt India)came great co- 
panies of men,as writeth Herodotres,& inhabited that great parte 
of Ethiopia that lyeth betweene the fea Bermeza(orherwilecalicd 
the redfea,or the gulfc of Arab:z)and the river of Awunr;al which 
regions Þ great Chriltian prince Prefier Taha doth now polletle. 
T he ſaid Indians preuatled ſo much;that tacy vtterly chaunged 
thecultomes and name ct that land,& called it India : by realon 
whereof, Ethiopia allo hath of long tyme bin called India. And 
hereupon it came that 4r:#otle, Seneca, & certayne other Cld au- 
thors tayd,that India was not farre trom Spaine. After this allo, 
of later dayes our welt India was {o called, of the faide Iiidia of 
Prefter Iobhn where the Portugalles had their trade: For the Pilut 
of the Carauell that was firlt dryuen by torcible winde toanvn- 
knowne land in the weſt Ocean, called the ſame India, beecaule 
the Portugalles ſocalled ſuch landes as they had lately dilcoue- 
red Ea(twarde. Chriſtopher Colon allo,attcrthe taid Pilot, called 
the welt landes by the {ſame name: Albeit fome that take {olorus 
tor an expert Colmographer,thinke that he ſo named them of 
the Ea(t India,asto be the furthelt & ynknowne end therof, rea- 
ching into the Welt,vnder the other hemilpherie or halte gtobe 
of the earth beneath vs ROY thatwhehe brit attempted to 
diſcouer the Indies,he went chictly to feekethe rich Hand of (G- 
pango,which talleth on the part of great Chizaor Cathay, as wri- 
teth Nfarcus Parlus Venctus,& other:and that he ſhowulde ſooner 
come tnither by following the courle of the Sunne Weltwarde,

And certainely thele wordes of 
Platooitheſayd Tland,haue caulcd great contention among ma 
ny great Philoſophers, which haue written coinmentaric: vpon 
theſayde Dialogue of Timesns compoled by Plate: Infemuch 
chatcheſamein thoſe dayes being vtterly vanknown, many haue 
raken this narration of Sofey, for an alleguricall table, and haue 


interpreted the ſame in divers ſenſes and meanypges . But it 
may 
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many now well appeare the true meaning hereof to be this,that 
Plataintending to wryte of che veuucrlall frame of the worlde, 
the which he knewe ty be made an habitation fur the diuine bett 
man,aund a!lo beholdyng therin the great ornament and beauty 
of the heauenand ſtarres, whereby man mightknowe his God

We ought 
therefore certainely to thinke our [elues molt bound vnto God, 
that inthele our times it hath pleaſed him to reveale and dilco- 
uer this ſecretein the finding of this new worlde , whereby wee 
are certaynely allured,thatvnder our Pole (tarre,and vnder the 
e/Equinoiall line, are molt goodly andampleTegions, as well 
and commodioutly inhabited , as are other partes of the worlde

and that as touching other matters, hee himſelte would ſhortly 

make relation in their prefence by woorde of mouth :therefore 

the day before the Nones of April, hee came to the court him- 
ſelte. What Ilearned of him, and other faithtull and credible 

men, which came with him from the Admirall, I will rehearſe 

vnto you, in ſuck order as they declared the ſame to mee,whet 
Idemanded them :takeit therefore as tolloweth. The third day ., 1. 
of the Ides of October, departing trom Ferrea, tine lalt of the pe. 
Uagdes of Cazarie, and from the coaltes of Spaine, witha Na- 
ute of (euenteene ſhippes,they layled xxi.dates betore they came 
to any lande, inclining of purpoſe more towarde the lett hande 
then atthe frit voyage, tollowing the north northealt winde, & 
arriued firſt at the Llandes of the Canbates ur Caries, of which 
onely the fame was knowne to ourmen. Among thele, they 
chaunced fir{t vpon one, fo beſet with trees,that they could not 
ſee lomuch as an elle ſpace of bare carth or (tonie ground, this 
they called Dommca,becaule they found it on the Sunday. They Thelland of 
taried here no time,becaule they ſawit to be deſert. In the ſpace Dominica. 
of thele xxi. daies,they thinke that they {ayled eight hundred & | 
xx.leagues,the north northealt winde was fo tull with them,and

ſofreſhly tollowed the (terne of their ſhips. After they had ſay- 


led a litle further, they eſpied diuers Landes repleniſhed with 

ſundry kindes of trees, from the which came fragrant ſauoures 

of ſpices and ſvcete gummes : here they ſawe neyther manne 

nor beaſt, except certaine Lyfartes of huge bignetle, as they re- -yſartes. 
ported which went aland to view the countrey, This Iland they 

called Galanaor Galanta: from thecape or poyntot this land, The land ot 
elpying a mountaine farre of, they layled thither.

into one of the Tades being on the left hainde of this Tland 
they found no bodie therein,for they fled all atthe comming of 
our mea : Yet tounde tliey there foure dogges of maruclous de- 
formed i}ape, & (uch as coulde not barke. This kind of dopges, 
they eate as we doe goates, Here is creat ple.ity of geelo,duckes, 
and hearons. Berweene theſe Tandes and the continennt,he en- 
cered into lo narrowes ltreightes, that hee coulde {carſely turne 
backe the !hippes, and theſe a'lo fo thalow;that the keele of the 
ſhips ſometime rated on the ſands. The water of thefz [treights, 
forthe ſpace of tourtie myles, was white and thicke, Ike vnto 
mylxe, and as though meale had beene {parkled thoughout 
all thatiea. And when they hadde at the lengrh eſcaped theſe 
{traigtits, & wetenow come 1nto a maine & large fea, and hadde 
{ayled rhercon for the ſpace of toureſcore myles, they efpied an 
otherexceeding high mountaine,whether the Adrairal relourted 
to ſtore his thippes with.treſh water and ftuell, Heere among 
certaine woodes of Date trees, & pyne apple trees of exceeding 
height, hee founde two nauic ſpringes of frelh water.

hard 14 beit,euen this yeere while I wrote theſe thinges at yourrequelt, 
not digocd out they gathered in two monethes the {umme of a.thouſande and 
ot the body of two hundred poundes weight of golde, But becauſe we entende 
the mine, ty ſpeake morelargely of thele thinges in their place, wee will 
nov ce returne from whence we haue digretled. Vhen the inha- 
hicantes perceiued that they coulde by no meanes ſhake the 
yoke trom their necks,they made humble lupplicatis tothe Ad+ 
mirall, that they might Randeto their tribute, and apply them- 
Iclues to increale the truites of their countrey, beeing now al- 
molt waſted. Hee granted them their requelt, and appoynted 
ſuch order that euery Region ſhoulde pay their tribute, with 
the commodrties of their countreyes, according to their porti- 
on, and at ſuch time as they were agreed ypon : but the violent 
tamine did truſtrate all theſe appoyntments, forallthetrauailes 
of their bodies , were {carccly able to ſuffice to finde them 
meate in the woodes, whereby to ſuſteyne their lives, beeing 
of long time contented with rootes and the fruites of wyJde 
trees : yet many of the kinges with their pcople, euen in this ex- 
ereame neceſlitie , brought parte of theirtribute, moſt humbly 
deliring the Admirall to haue compaſſion of their calamitics 
and to beare with them yet a while, vntill the Ilande were re{to- 
red tothe olde ſtate, promiling turther, that that which was 
nowe wanting, ſhoulde then be doublerecompenced. But tewe 
of the inhabitantes of the mountaines of Chara kept their pro- 
miſe, becauſe they were {orer oppretled with tamine then anie 
of the other.

ther by fleight or force, as many of our men as might haue re- 
deaned him. But the Admirall vaderſtanding his craftie mea- 
ing, ſent Hoieda with ſuche a companie of men, as might 
vanguiſhe the Cibanians, if they thoulde moue. warre againite 
them. Our menne had ſcarcelye centred into the region,but the 
brother of Ca#naboa came againlt them with an armie of fyue Caunaboa his 
thoulaude naked men, armed after their manner, with clubbes, 2 __— rebek- 
arrowestipt with bones, and ſpearcs made harde at the endes 
with fre, He ſtole vpon our men beeing in one of their houles, 
and encamped rounde about the ſame on euery lide. This (144- 
an, a$aman notignorant in the diſcipline of warre, about 
the diſtaunce of a furlong trom the houle, diuided his armic 
into five battayles, appoynting to cuery one of them a circuite 
by equalldeuilion, and placed the troont of his ownebattayle 
dire&ly againſt our men, When he had thus ſethis battayles 
in good aray,he gauecertaine [1gnes thatthe whole army ſhould., 
marcheforwarde in order with equall paces, and with a laromey,cene woot;

VVhen he licard theſe woordes, 
he promiſed with chearetull countenance, to giue him as much 
of theſe chinges as hee woulde require. Thus difmilling his 
army, and ſending metlengers betore,he himſeite accompanied 


the Lieutenant, and broughthim to his palace, being diſtant 


(as we haueſayde) xxx. leagues. In allthistracte , they palled 
chroughthe iurildiction of other princes,being vnder his domi- 
nion : Ot the which, ſome gaue them hempe, of ro letle good- 
nelle to make tackelinges for [hippes then our woode : Other 
ſome brought breade, and ſome -Gollampine cotton. And lo 
cuery of them payde tribute with ſuch commoditics as their 
countries broughtforth. Atthe length they came to the kinges 
manhion place of Xaragya, Betore they centred into the pa- 
lace, a greatmultitude of the kinges ſeruantes and ſubieRes re- 
ſorted to the court,honorably(aitertheir maner)to recciue their 
king Benchins Anacanchon, with the firangers which he brought 


with him to ſee the magniticence of his court. But now ſhall you 


heare howe they were entertained, Among other triumphes & 
lightes, two are eſpecially to bee noted : Firlt, there mettc 
tem a companic of xxx. women, becing all the kinges wiues 
and concubines,bearing ia their. handes branches of date trees, 
linging and daunling : they were-all naked , ſauing that 
cheirpriuie partes were couered with breeches of Goflampine 
cutton: butthe virgins, hauing their haire hanging downe 


Welifzuoured abouttheir ſhoulders, tyed aboute the foreheads wich afillet,

were vtizrly naked, They afficme that their faces, brealts, pap- 
pes; Lands, and other parts of their bodics, were exceedinge 


{mooth 
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ſmoth, and well proport!oned,but ſomwhat inclining to a loue- 


ly broune. They ſuppcled that they had [cence thoſe molt beuti- 
tull Dryades, or the natiue nymphes or tayries of ti.c fountaines 
wherot the antiques (pake ſo much. T he braunches uf Cxte trees 
wiuch they bore in their rigkt kandes when they daunced, they 
deliuered to the Lieutenant, with lowly courtelie and liniling 
countenance. Thus cntring intuthe kinges houle, they fou:de 
a delicate ſupper prepared forthem, aiter their manner, When 
they were well rctreſhed with meate, the nyght drawing on, 
tney were brought by the kinges oft:cers, every wan tots lod- 
Ping, according tu his degree, 111 Ceifalne Of their houſes about 
cize pallace, where they reſted them in hanging beds, after the 
maner of the countrey,whercot we haue ſpoken more largely in 
another place. 

'Fhe day following, tney brought our men to their common 
ball, iatothe which they come together as often as they make 
any notable games or triumphes,as we have ſayde before. Heere 
after many daunſynges, lirginges, masKinges, Tunninges , 
wreltlinges, and other trying of maltryes, ſodainly there appea- 
red ina large plaine necre viito the hal,two great armies of men 
of warre, wich the king tor bis palt:me had cauled to bee pre- 
pared, as the Spaniardes ve the play with reedes, which they 
call /ugade Canis, As the armies drewe neere-together, they 
allayled the onethe other as hercely, as if mortall enemies with 
their banners ſpleade,ſhould fight for their goods, theirlandes, 
their lives, their l:hertic, their couritrey, their wiues and their 

£luldren,ſothat wichinthe momertof an houre,foure men were 
llayne, and many wounded, The battayle aiſo ſhoulde haue 

continued longer, it the king had not, arthe requeſt of our men 

cauſed them toceaſe, T ie thirde day, the -Licutenauiit coun- 
laylingthe King toſowe more p!e..ticovf potlampine vpon the 
bankes neere vnto tne waters {ide, that they might the better 

paye their tribute pryuately, according to the multitude of 
tleirhouſes, hce prepared to {/abella, to vilite the licke menne 

which hee haddeletr tl:cre, and all to fee howe his woorkes 

weitforwarde, In thetimeof bis abſence, x+x, of his me: :1.c 

wereconſumed with diue:ſe d.feafes .

Leng tore dezcrtbed, Hee builded allo another in the mydde way be- 
tweene the tower of Conception,& faint Dominickes tower,the 
which alſo was [tronger then the towerof Conception, becaule 
it was within the lymittes of a greatKing, hauing vnder his 
dominion fue thouſand men,whoſe chicte citie and head of the 
Realme,bcing called Boxaunm,he willed that the Caſtel ſhould 
allo becallcd atterthe ſame name. Theretore leauing thelicke 
men in theſe Caltels, and other of the land houlesneere yvnto 
the ſame, hee himlelfe repayred to Saint Dominickes,exaRing 
rybutes of all the Kinges which were in his wavy, When 
nee had taryed there a fewe dayes, there was a rumour ({preade, 
that a!lthekinges about the borders of the towre of Concep- 
tion, haddeconlpired with deſperate mynces to rebel again{t 
the Spanyardes. VVhen the ach was certified hereof, 
hee tooKe Als 1ovrney towarde them immediately, not being 
diſcouraged eyther by the length of the way, or.teebleneile of 
his {oudiers, becing in manner forewearied with trauayle, As 
hee dieve neere ynto them, he haddeaduertylementthatking 
Gur mexms wascholen by other Princes to bee the Capitayne

netle of theſe ſerpentes, which they aftirme to beot more plea- 
ſaunte talte, then eycher our Phelantes or Partriches + but 
chey looſe their talte,except they be prepared after a certaiue ta- 
ſhion, as doe Peacockes and Phelarites, except they beenter- 
larded before they be roſted. They prepare them therfore after 
chis manner : Firſt, taking out their bowelles, even trom the Thear:thrg 
. Ot Jcrpentes 
throte tothe thyphes, they waſhe and rubbe their bodies verie ,, Le earca. 
cleane both within & without, then rolling them together on a 
circle,inuolucdatterthe maner of a lleeping ſnake, tiey thruſt 
chem into a pot, of no bigger capacitiethen to hold them only 
ehis done, puttinga little water vnto them, with a portion of 
the Ilande Pepper, they (ecthe them with a ſoft. bre of fweete 
wood,and ſuch as maketh no great ſinoake: Of the tat of theni 
being thus ſodde, is madean excceding plealant broth or pot- 
cage. T hey lay allo,that there is no meat to be compared to the . 
egges of theſe ſerpentes, which they vle to ſeethe by thetr.(elues Serpentes 
they are good to bee eaten as loone as they are fodde, and may eggereatess, 
allo be reſerued many dayes after. But having ſayde thus 
much of cheir entertaynement and dayntiefare, let vs nowe 
ſpcake of other matters . VWhen the Lieutenant had blled one 
of the Ilande houſes with the Gotlampine cutton which he had 
received fortribute, the kinges pronulſed furthermore to giue 
him as much of their bread as he would demaunde : he gaue 
them heartic thanks, & gentlely accepted their triendly profter 
In the meane time, whyle this bread was a gathering in ſun= 
dry regions,to be brought tothe palace of Berchins Anarauchon 
king of Xaragara, be ſent metlengers to 1/abella, for one of the

Entryng into | +1 
the ſhippe,and bcholding the forethipand the (terne, the toppe Se] 
caltel,;the maſt,;the hatches,the cabbins, the keelc,and the tack- Tenorance cau 
lynges, the brother fixing hiseyes onthe lifter, and tEelifter {et adnura- 
on the brother, they wereboth asit were dunume and amaled 
and wiſte not what tofay tor too much woondering. While 
beholding thele things,they wandered vp and dowaethe ſhippe, 
the Licutenant commaunded the ankers to be looſed, and the 
fayles to be hoyled vp. Then were they turthcr altonithed,when 
they ſawe ſo great a mole to moue as it-; :re by it ſelte, without 
ores:& withoutthe force of man : for Fere aroſe fremthe earth 
ſuchawynd, asa man would kaue wiſhed for of purpole : Yet 
furthermore,when they perceiued the thippe to moue lometime 
forwarde,and ſometime backwarde, ſometime toward the right 
hand, and ſometime towarde the left, and that with one winde 
and in manner at one inſtant, they were at theirwittes end for 
to much admiration. Theſe thinges finiſhed, and the ſhyppes la- 
den with bread, and ſuch other rewardes, they beeingalfo re- 
cympenced with other of our thinges, hee dilmitled not onely 
_ theking Benchins Anacauchoa and his liſter, butlikewile all their 
ſcruauntes and women, 1epleniſhed with ioy and wondering. 
Atter this, he himſelfe tooke his 1ouriiey by foote with his ſoul- 
dicrs to the citic of 1/abell.z, where hee was aduertiſed that one 
Roldanns Ximenus,ancughty tellow (whom before, beeing his 
ſcruant, he had preterred to bee capitayne of the miners and la- 
bourers, and after made him a ludge in caules of controuerlie) 
had vſed himſelte uutragiouſly, and was malicioully mynded The intempe. 
againſt him, and further, the cauſe of. much mitchiefe in his 747<y & ma+ 
abſence. For king Gzarirexins ( who a while beefore was par- '<* _ (eruile 
doned cf his tormer rebellion, & perfwaded the people ro obey Ms. 
the Spaniardes ) was by his nuughty viage, and uch other as 
were confedered with him, ſoaccenſed to reuengethe iniuries 
whiche they tuſteyncd at his handes, belidethe. abhominable 
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ates which they, following onely the law of nature, abhorred 
to adinit, that he, with his famyiic, fanuliers, and ditionaries, 
of deſperate minde fledde to tne mountaynes, being diſtant 
from //abella onely tenne leagues weltwarde, towarde the north 
tide of the lea. Theſe mountaynes, and allo the inhabitauntes 
of the ſame, they call by one naine, Cignaros. Ihe great king of 
all the kinges and Regions of theſe mountaires is called Afato- 
banexius, aud his court or palace is named Caprexws : the 
mountaynes are rough, high, and ſuchas no man can palle to 
the toppes thereut,they ate allo bending,and haue their corners 
reaching downe to the ſea. Betweene both the corners of the 
mountaynes, is there agreat playne, by the whiche many ris 
uersfall from the mountaynes into the (ca, the peopleare very 
herce and warlike men,hauing their originall of che Canibales : 
for when they deſcer:%,from the mountaines tothe playnes,to 
keepe warre with their Borderers, they cate all ſuch as they kill. 
G#arionexinstheretore, fleeing to the king of thele mountaynes, 
eauec him many preſentes of {uch thinges as are wanting in his 
country, therwith declaring how vilely,villanoully,and violent- 
28 ly hee had beene vied of our men, with whom he could nothing 
| | preuayle, neither by faire meanes, nor by foule, neither by hu- 
mility,nor by ſtoutnelle, and that to be the caufe of his reſor- 
ting to him at that time,moſt humbly deliring him to be his de- 
fence againſt the opprefſions of ſuch miſchieuous people. aro- 
banexius heereupon, made him promiſe to ayde and helpe him 
again(t the Chriſtians all that he might. The Lieutenantthere- 
fore made halt tothe fortrelle of Conception, whither,asſoone 
as hee was come, hee ſentfor Ro/danxs Xeminus, who with ſuch 
as followed him, lay in certaine of the Iland villages, xii. myles 
diſtant from the fortretlſe. At his comming, the Licuetenant 
aſied him what all theſe ſtirres and tumultes meant?Hee anſwe- 
red without abaſhment, Your brother the Admirall hath to do 
therewith. and ſhall aunſwere for the ſame before the king, for 
we perceiuec that the king hath ſo put him in truſt, that he hath 
had no regardetovs : here wee periſh for hunger, while wee 
followe you, and are dryuen to ſecke our age 9 food in the 
deſertes; Your brother alſoaſligned mee aſliſtaunt with you 
in goucrning the Lande, VVherefore ith you haue no more 
relpeR 
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reſpe& vnto vs, we are determinedno longerto bee vnder your 

obedience. When Roldarns had ſpoken theſe wordes, and ſuch 

other, the Lieuetenant woulde haue layde handes on him, but 

he eſcaped his fingers,and fledde to the Welt partes of the regi- 

on of Xaragna, hauing with him a trayne of threeſcore and ten 

men, which were of his confederacie, Here this filthy linke of 

rebclles thus conſpired, playde their vages, and liuedwith loofe Licentiouſnes 
bridles in all kinde of miſchiefc, robbing the people, ſpoyling inlvertie. 
the countrey, and rauiſhing both wyues and virgins. VWhyle 
theſe thinges were doing in the Ilande, the Admiral had eight 
ſhippes appoynted him by the king, of the which hee {ent two 
laden with victualles, from Calcs or Gades of Hercules pyllers, 
direQly to the Lieutenant his brother. Theſe ſhips by chaunce 
arryued f(t on the ſide of the Tlande where Rol/danus Xeminus 
_ ranged with his companions. Rold4ws in ſhorte time hadde (e- A violent per- 
duced them, promiling themin the [teede of mattockes, wen- [walion, 
ches pappes :for labour, pleaſure: for hunger, abundance :and 
for wearynelleand watching, fleepe & quietnelle. Guarionexins 
in the meane time atſembled a power of his friendes and con- 
federates,& came oftentimes downe into the plaine, and flue as 
manie of the Chriſtian men as hee coulde meete conueniently, 
and allo of the Ilande menne which were their friendes,waſting 
their grounde, deſtroying their ſeedes, and ſpoyling their vyl- 
lages. But Ro/danwus and his adherentes, albeit they Fad know- 
ledgethat the Admirall woulde ſhortly come;yct feared they no 
ring, becauſe they had ſeduced the newe men whiche came in 
che hrſt ſhippes. While the Lieuetenaunt was thus tolled in 
the myddeſt of theſe ſkormes, in the meane time his brother the 
Admirall ſet forwarde from the coaſtes of Spayne : but notdi- 
realy to Hypemiola, for he turned more toward the ſouth. In the Thethird voy

lowing. Thus fare ye well. 
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Olonns the Admirall, the thirde day of the Ca- 
lendesof June, in thc yeare of Chriſte 1498. 
hoyled vp his ſayles in the hauen of the towne 
Barramedabas, not tarre diſtant from Cales,8& 
{et forward on his voyage with eight ſhi ps la- 
aS Zh den with vicualles and other necellaries. He 
diverted trom his accuſtomed race, which was by the Ilandes of 
Canarte,by reaſon of certaine frenchmen pyrates and roucrs on 
the ſeazwhich lay in the right way to mecte with him. In the way 
from Palesto the Ilands of Canaie,about foureicore and tenr.e 
myles toward the lett hand,is the Lland of AZadera, morefouth- 
ward then the city of Cwrle by foure degrees,tor the pole Artike 
is eleuate to Cimile xxxvi.degrees, but to this Ilande(as the Ma- 
riners ſay)onely xxxii.He ſayled therefore firlt to Afadera, and 
ſending trom thence direflyto Hyparola the relidue of the 
ſhippes laden with victuailes and other necellaries, he himlelte 
with one ſhippe with deckes, and two Marchar.t Carauelles, 
coalted toward the South to come to the EquinoQialllyne, and 
ſo forth to tollowe the tracte of the ſame towarde the Velt, to 
the intent to ſearch the natures of ſuch places as he coulde finde 
vnder or near ynto the ſame,leauing H!/pamiola on the north lide 
onhis right hande, Inthe middleot thts race, Iye xiii. Ilandes 
of the Portugales, whiche were in olde time called Heſperides, 
and are nowe called Capnt J'iride, or Caboxerae, tele are lituate

in theſea,right ouer againlt the inner partes of Ethiope, VWelt- 


warde two daycs fayling. One of theſe the Portugales call 
Bonauſta, With the Snailes,or rather the Tortoyles of this I- 
lande, many leprous menare healed and clen(cd of theirlepro- 
ſie, Departing ſodainly from hence,by reaſon of the contagiouſ 
netle of the aire,he ſayled. CCCClxxx. myles tuward the Welt 
ſouthweſt, whiche is in the middett betweene the Welt and the 
South, There was he fo vexed with maladics and heate ( for it 
was inthemoneth of Iune)that his ſhips were aimolt let on hire : 
The hoopes of his barrels cracked and brake, and the freſh wa- 


terranne out ; the men alſo complained that they were not able 
to 
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to abidethat extremitie of heat, Here the north pole was eleuate 
onely.v, degrees trom the Horizontall, For the ſpace of viii. 
dayes, in the which he uttered theſe extremities, onely the hrft 
day wasfayre, but all the other, clowdy and raynye, yet neuer 
thelelle feruenthotte : Wheretore it oftentimes repented him 
not alitle,that euer he tvoke that way. Being toiled in theſe dan- 
ers and yexations cyglit col:tinuall dayes, atthe length an 
Faftfoutheall v-yndearotc, and gaue a proſperous blaſte to his 
ſayles. Which wynde tollowing directly towarde the welt, he 
founde the (tarres ouer that paraiel piaced in other order , 
and another kinde of ayre, as the Admirall himfelte tolde 
me. And they all athrme, that within three dayesſayling, they 
founde molt temperate and plealauntayre. The Admirallal- 
ſo affirmeth,that trom theclime of the great heat & vaholſome 
ayre, hee euer aſcended by the backe of the fea, as it were by a 
high mountayne towarde heauen, yet in all this tyme, coulde 
henot once ce any land : Butarthe length, the day betore the 
Calendes of Iuly,the watchman looking torth of the topcaltell 
of the greateſt ſhip, cried out aloude torioy that he clpied three 
exceeding high mountaines,exhorting hisfellows to be of good 
cheare, & to putaway all penlivenes:tor they were very heauie 
and forrowful,aſvel for the griete which they ſulteyned by rea- 
ſon of the intollerable heate, as alſo that their treijh water fayled 
them,which ranne out at the ryftes of the barrels, cauſed by ex-- 
treame heate,as we haue fayd, Thus being well comforted, they 
drew tothe land,but at their farlt approch they could nct arryue 
by reaſo of the ſhalownes of the ſea ncere the ſhore: Yer lookin 
out of their ſhippes, they might well perceiue that the Region 
was inhabited, and well cultured, for they ſawe very faire gar- 
dens, and pleaſant medowes:trom the trees and hearbes where- 
of, when the morning dewes beeganne to riſe, there proceeded 
manie ſ{weete ſauoures. Twentic myles diltanttrom hence, 
they chaurnced into a hauen, very apte to harborowe ſhippes 
but it had no ryuer running into it. Sayling on yet ples 58 
turther,he found at the length acommodious hauen,wherein he 
might repayre his ihippes, and make prowtica of treſhe water 


and fuel. Aronalis calleth this land Pxt4. They found nohouſes Thelland oz 
necre vntothe haven, but innumerable ſteppes of certaine wild Pura. 
beaſtes 
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beaſtes feete, of the which they founde one deade, much like a 
goate.T he day following, they (awe a Canoa comming a farre 
People of com Of, hauing in it fourcand twenty young men of goodly corpora- 
ly corporature ture and high (tature;all armed with targets,bowes and arrowes: 
and long haire the hayre of their heades was long and playne, and cutte on the 
tg ” EI! forchcad much after the manner of the Spanyardes,their priuic 
A partes were couered with fyllets of Gotlampine cotton, of ſun- 
dry colours enaterlaced, & were belide all ouer naked, Here the 
Admirall,conlidering with himſclte the corporacure of this peo- 
ple,and nature of the land, he beiceucd the (ame to be ſo much | 
_ theneererheauen,then other regions of the ſame paralel,& fur- 
Thehivher, ther remoued from the grotle yvapours of the vales, & marylhes, 
checol.cr= howe muchthe highelt toppes of the biggeſt mountaynes 
are diſtant from the deepe vales. For he carnellly attirmeth,that 
in all thatnauigation, he neuer went out of the pacalels of Echi- 
OPC: $n great difference is there between the nature of the inha- 
bitanres, and of the ſoyles uf divers regions,all vnder oneclime 
or paralel, as isto ec betweene the people and regions beeing 
in the firme lande of Ethiope, and them of the Ilandes vnder 
the ſame clunc, having the pole [tarre elevate in the ſamedegree 
For the Ethiopians areall blacke, hauing their hayre curled, 
more like wool then haire:but theſe people of the Iland of Puta 
(being as I haue ſayde vnder theclime of Ethiope) are whyte, 
with long hayre,and of yelow colour. Wherefore it is apparant, 
the caulc of this ſo great ditterence,to be rather by the dilpolitis 
of the carth, then conſtitution of heauen, For wee knowe 
that ſnowe falleth on the mountaynes of the EquinoQtiall,or 
- burntlyne, andthe fame to endure there continually ; wee 
knowelikewile, that theinhabitantes of the regions farre di- 
{tant from thatline toward the north, are moleſted with great 
heate, The Admirall, that he might alure the young men to 
him with gentlenetle, ſhewed them looking glatles, fayre and 
brighe vellels of copper,hawkes belles, and ſuch other thinges 
x5 Hrs tothem, Bucthe more they were called , fo much 
the more they ſulpeRed craft and deceyt, and fledde backe- 
warde : Yet did they with theirgreatadmiration behold our 
menne and their thinges, but ſtil] hauing their ores in their 
handes ready to flee, Whenthe Admirall lawe that he could 
by

by no meanes allure them by giftes, hee thought toproue what P 1 
hee coulde docwith mulicall in{trumentes, and therefore com- s 1 
maunded that they which were in the greatelt (hip, thould play jc 'F 
on their dru:nmes and ſhawlmes. But the young men luppo- grungnes, + 
lingthis to be a token of battayle, left #heir ores, in the twice - * 
ling of an eye haddetheir arrowesin their bowes, and their tar- 
<ts on theirarmes : and thusdireting their arrowes towarde ZN 
our men, ſtoode in expeRation to know wharthis noyle migit = 
meane, Our menne likewiſe preparing their bowes and ar- 
rowes, approched towarde them by litle and litle. But ehey de- 
| parting from the Admirals ſhippe,and trulting to the dexter.tie 
of their orcs, came lo necre 0:21e of the letic ſhippes, that one of 
them plucked the cloke from the gouernour of the (hippe, and 
as well as they coulde by lignes required him to come alande, 
romiling faith chat they woulde commune with him ot peace 
Bu when they awe him goeto the Aimirals ſhip, whither hee 
went to aske leaue that he might co:nune with them, ſuſpeCting 
heereby ſome further deceit,they leapt immediacly into the Ca- 
| noa, and fleddeas iivittas the winde; {o that to conclude, they 
| could by no meanes be allured to familiar.ty:VVnertore- the Ad 
| mirall thought it not conuenient to beltow aay long time there 
at this voyage, No great ſ{pacefromtiis Uande, cuer towarde The violent 
| the Welt, the Admiral faith he tound {o outragious a {al of wa- courſe ofthe 
ter, running with ſuch a violence from the Eatt to the Velt, wirerirom he 
that it wasnothing interiour to a mightie [treaime falling from - —_ I's 
h:gh mouutaynes, Hee alſo confeiled, that lince the firſt day 
that euerhce knewewhat the ſea meant, hee wasneuer in ſuch 
feare, Proceeding yet ſomewhat further in this daungerous 
voyage, he tounde certaine goultes of cight myles, as it had bin 
the entraunce of ſome great hanen, into the which the ſayde 
violent {treames did fall. Theſe gouifes or (treyghtes hee cal- 
led Os Dracons, that is, the Dragones muuth : and the lland T;,. .,jws c.4. 
directly ouer againſt the ſame, hee called Margarita, Out If led Os Dran 
theſe {trayghtes, iflued no letle force of treſhe water, whiche conis 
encountering with the falt, dyd {triue to patſe foorth, fo 
that beetweene both the waters, was no ſinall conflict : 
But entering into the goulfe, 'ar the length hee founde the 


Watcr tacreof very freth and good tudrinke, The Admirall 
him 
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himſelfe, and they which were his companions in thisyoyape; 
beeing men of good credite, 2nd perceluing my diligence in 
ſcarching for thele matters, tolde mee yet of a greater thing,, 
that is, that tor the ſpace of xxvi. leagues, amountyng to a 
hundrech and foure myles, hee fayled cuer by treth water, inſo- 
much that the turtherhe proceeded;eſpecially towarde the welt, 
hee athnned the water to bee the freſher,  Afterehis, hee came 
coa lugh mountaine inhabited: onely-with Monkeyes or Mar- 
maſets, on that parte towardethe Ealt:For that lide was rough 
Marmaſce, With rockie and {tonic mountaynes,and thertore not inhabited 
Moenkcyes., with men, Yetthey that went alandeto {earche the. countrey,, 
founde neere vnto the ſea, mante fayre fieldes, welltilled and 
fowen, butno people, nor yet houles or cotages :; Perhappes 
they were gone further into thecountrey, to fowe their corne 
and applyc their husbandric, as we often ice our husbandemen 
to leaue their (tations and villages for the ſame purpoſe, In 
the Velt {ide of that mountaine, they cfpyed alarge playne, 
whither they made halt, and caſt ankerin the broade rwer, Ag 
{oone as the inhabitantes had knowledge that a l[trangenation 
The Gyre and WS. aryued in their coaſtes, they came flocking without 
largeregion All fearetoſee our men, Wee vnderltoode by theirlignes and 
#«Para, —poyntinges, that tnis Region was called :Paria, and that it 
_ -wasvery large £ inſomuch that the further ic reacheth toward 
the \Veſt, ro bee ſo much the better inhabited and replzmſhed 
| with people. T he Admirall therefore, taking into his ſhip foure 
4 of the men of that lande, ſearched the Welt partes of the lame 
By the temperatencs of the aire,the pleafantnes of theground, 
andthe multitude of people which they ſaw daily more & more 
as they fayled, they conictured that thele thinges portended 
fome great matter :as indeedetheir opinion failedthem not, as 
J we will further declare in his place. The {unnenot yet riſen,but 
beginning eucn now to riſe, being one day.allured bythe plea- 
 ſantnelle of the place, and f\vecte (ſauours which breathed from 
ee landeto the ſhippes, they wentalande : Here they tound a 
- greater multitude of people, then in any other place. As our 
men approched towarde them, there came certaine mellengers 
from their Cacxcs,thatis, the kings of the countrey,to delire the 
Admirallinthe name of their Princes tocome Sd." 
wi 
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without feare, and that they and all theirs ſhoulde be at his com- 
maundement. When the Admirall hadde chanxed them, and 
made hisexculc for that time, there cameinnumeradle people 
with their boates to the ſhippes, hauing for the molt-parre 
cheynes about their neckes, garlandes on their heades, and 
bralelettes on their armes of pearle of India, and thatlo com- 
monly, that. our women mn playes andtriumphes, haue not 
oreatcr plentie ot [tones of glatle and cry(tall in their garlandes 
crownes, girdels, and ſuch other tyrementes, Beeing aſked 
where they gathered them,they pointed to the next ſhore by the 
ſea bankes. They Ggnitedallo,by certayne [cornetull geſtures 
which they made with their mouthes and handes, thatthey no- 
thing eſteemed pearles, Taking alſo baſkettes intheir handes 
they made lignes that the ſame might bee filled withthem in 
ſhorte ſpace, But becauſe the corne wherewith his /hippes were 
laden to becaryed into Hi/pamoiahad taken hurt by realo ofthe 
ſalt water,he determined todeferre this marce to a more conue- 
nient time: Yet he ſent to landtwo of the 1h ip boates laden with 
menztothe intent.to fetch ſome garlands of pearles for exchige 
of ourthinges,and ſo ſomewhat to {earch the nature of the Re- 
Pion, and nas Sen of the people, T hey entertaynedour men: 
ventlely, and came flocking to them by heapes,as it had beene 
to behoſde fome (trange monſters, Firlt there came to meete 
our men, two men of grauitie, whome the multitude followed: 
One of theſe was well in age, and the other but young, They 
thinke it was the father , with his ſonne which ſhoulde lucceed 
him. When the one had ſaluted and embraced the other, they 
brought our menne into a certaine round houle, neere vnto the 
whiche wasa great courte, Hither were brought many chayers 
and (tooles made of a certaine blacke wood,and very cunningly Sos: up $206 
; p Is :0oles of Hee 
wrought, After that our men and taeir Princes were {tts, þ.,.. 
theirwayting men came in laden, fome with ſundry delycate : 
dyſhes,and ſome with wyne: - But theirmeate, was onely fruites 
and thoſeof divers kindes, and vtterly vaknowne to vs. Their 
wine was both whiteand redde, not made of grapes, but of 
the lycour of dyuers fruites, and very pleaſaunte in drinking 
Atterthis banquette made inthe ulde mans houſe, the young 
man brought them to his tabernacle or mantion place, where 
was 
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«as agreat companie both of men and women, but they ftood 
dilleuered the one trom the other, They are white, euen as 


T hey are al(overy gentle, and full of hiumanitic coward (tran- 
vers, They couer their priuic partes witi: Gollampine cotton, 
vrought with ſundry colours, aid arc belidc ail naked. There 
was fewe, or none, that had neteyther acoller, a chayne, ora 
bracelet of golde and pearles/tinid many hadail. Beeing al: 
ked where they had that golie, they poynted to certaine moun- 
eaines, ſeeming with their countenaui.ceto diliwade our menne 
from going thither : For putting, theirarmes in their mouthes , 
and gryaning as though they byrte the fame, {till poynting 
to the mourtaines, they ſeemed to 1n{l;uatc that menne were 
catcn there:but whether they cant by the Cantbales, or wilde 
bealtes, our men coulde not well percciue, They tooke it excee- 
ding grieuoully, that they coulde neither vaderitande our 
men,nor our men them, V/hen they whiche were ſent to lande, 
were recurned to the [hippes about three of the clocke at aſter 
noonethe ſame day, bringing with them certaine garlandes, 
and collers of pearles, they loofed their ankers to departe, min= 
ding to come againe ſhortly, when all thinges were ſctte in 

ood order in Hs/pamela : but hee was preucnted by another, 
which defeated him of the rewardeof his trauayle. Hee was al- 
ſo hindered at this time by reaſon of the ſhalownclle of the (ca,8& 
violent courſe of the water,which with continuall tolſtag,bruiled 
che greatelt ſhippe as eften as any great gale of windarolſe, To 
auovde the daungers of {uche ſhalowe places and (helfes,

Note alccrere 
Bur it is well knowen ( molt noble prince) that which wee call '7 le 
the pole {tarre, or north ſtarre ( called of the Italians 77amon- a: 
tara )is not the very poynt of the pole Artyke,vppon the which 
the axcs or extremities of heauens are turned about, I he which 
thing may well be proued, it when the ſtarres hir{t appeare, Anexpcricnee 
you behold the pole {tarre through any narowe hole : For lo, 
applying yuur inſtrument therto in the morning, ſomewhat be- 
fore the day ſpring haueblemiſhed their light, it then youlooke 
through thc lame hole, you ſhall perceiue it to be mcued from 
the place where you fave it firſt, But how it cemeth to 
palle;thatat the beginning of the evening twilight, itis elevate 
in that Region onely fiue degrees in the moneth of Tune, and 
in the morni ng twylight to be eleuate. xv.degrees by the fame A marucylous 
quadrant, I doenot vnderltand, nor yet doe tlie realons 'ecrete' 
which hee bryngcth, in any poynt latiskeme. For he layeth 
that he hereby conicctured,that the carth isnor perfectly round 
but chat when it was created, there was a certayne heape 
ray{ed theron, much higher then the other partes of the fame, 
So that ( as he layth) it is nor rounde afterthe forme of an aple 
ora bal(as other thinke)bur rather like a peare as it hangeth on 
the tree, and that Paris is the Region which potietieth the 
ſuperminent or high eſt'port thereof neareſt vnto keauen:In ſo 
much that he earrieltly conter.deth , the carthly Paradiſe to be 
ſytuate in the toppes of thoſe three Lilles, whichwe fayde 
betore, that the watchman ſay cut of the toppe caltel of

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the ſhippe,andthat the outragious (treames of the freſhe waters 
which ſo violently itlue out of the fayd gulfes, and ſtrive 
ſo withthe ſalt water, fall headlong from the tops of the ſaid 
mountaines: But of this matter, it ſhall ſuthce to haue ſaid 
thus much, Let vs nowe therefore returne toy the hyttorie 
from which wee hauec digretſed. When he perceiued himlelfe 
tobe thus inwrapped in fo great a gulte beyond his expecta- 
tion, {u thathe had now no hope to tinde ay pallage toward 
the north, whereby he might layle direly to Hipameolzyhe was 
entormed toturne backetlie ſame way by the which hee came, 
and directed his vioage to H:/pamola by the nortitof that land 
lying toward the Ealt. They which afterwards {carched this 
land more curioully, will it to bee parte of the continent or 
hrme land of India, and not of Cxbaas the Admirall ſuppoſed: 
Forrthere are many which athrme that they haue fayled round 
avout Cxba, But whether it be {0 or not, or whether enuying 
the good fortune ofthis man,they {eeke occallon of quarreling 
again{thim, I can not iudge: But time ſhall ſpeake , which 
in time appointed, reucalcth both truth &failehood. But whe- 
ther Paria be contineat or not, the Admirall doth not much 
contende, but he (uppoleth it to bee continent: He allo. athr- 


meth that Para 1s more ſouthward then Hpamola by eyght 
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hundred toureſcore and two myles. Atthe length hecame to 
Hiſpamola(to fee his fouldiers which he lett with his brethren) 
thethird day of the caleades of September, in the yeare, 1498 
bur { as often times chauacethin humane thinges) among his 
{ov many proſperous, pleaſant , and luckie attayres, tortune 
nungled ſome {eedes of wormewood, and corrupted his pure 
cOrne with the maiicious weedes of cockle.

S) Hei the Admirall was nowe come to the 1- 

gjland of Hiſpanola, hee founde all thinges 

confounded and out of order. For Roldanus 

(of whom wee ſpake betore) refuled in his 

abſence to obey his brother, truſting to the. 

multitude of fuch as were contedered _- 
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him, and not onely behaued himfelfe proudly againſt the 
Admiralles brother and Lieuctenaunt, lomet:me his mailter, 
but allo (ent letters to hisreproch to the Kyng of Spayne ti:cr- 
in acculyng both the brethren, laying haynous watters ro their 
charge. But the Admirall agayrc ſet metlengers to the 
King, whiche might informe jum ol their rebellion, inttant- 
ly deliring -his gracetolence hym a newe ſupplye of menne, 
whereby he'might ſuppretle theirlicentiouſnes,aiid puniſh them 
for their nn{chieuous actes. They accuſe the Adnual and his 
brotherto be vniult menne, cruell encmies,and ſhedders of the 
Spanyſhe bloode, declaring that vppon euery light occalion 
they would racke them, hang them, and head them, and that 
they tooke plealure therein, and that they departed trom them 
as from cruell tyrantes and wilde bealtes rcioycing in bloode, 
alſo the kinges enemies : athrming likewiſe, that they well 
perceiued their ententto benone other then to viurpe the em+ 
pire of the Ilands, which thing ( they layde )they ſulpeRted by a 
thouſande coniectures, and eſpeciallyin that they woulde per- 
mit none to reforte to the golde mynes, but onely luch as were 
their familiars, The Admirall on the contrary part, when hee

delired ayde of the king to _ their inſulencie, auouched The Admiral3

that all choſe his accuſers, which had aduiled ſuch lyes again? 
him, were noughtie telluwes,abhominable knaues and vilands 
theeues, and baudes,ruthans,adulterers, & rauithers of women, 
talle periured vagaboundes, and ſuch as had bin eyther conut 
in pryſons, or fleddefor feare of iudgement: lo eſcaping puniſh- 
ment, but not leauing vice, wherein they [till contynued, and 
brought the ſame with them to the Iland,liuing there in like ma 
neras betore, in theft, lechery, & all kindes of miſchiete, and 
ſo giuen to idlenes and fleepe, that whereas they were brought 
thither tor myners, labourers, & {cullians, they would not now 
£0e one furlong from their houſes, except they were borne on 
mens backes,like vnto them which in old time were called Eds- 
les Carules: For,tothis office they put the miſerable Iland men 
whom they handled moſt cruelly, For leal(t their hands ſhoulde 
diſcontinue from ſhedding of bloud, and the better to try their 
ſtrength and manhood,they vied now & then for their paſtime, 


to {triveamong themfelues, & proue who could moſt cleanely 
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with his fyorue at one ſtroke ſtrike of the heade ot an innocent: 
So that hee which coulde with molte agilitie make the head 
ot one of thoſe poore wretches to flee quiteand cleane from the 
body to the grounde at one [troke, hee was the belt man, and 
counted molt honourabie, I hee thinges,and many ſuch other, 
the one of them laid to the utherscharge before the King, While 


_thele thinges were doing, the Admirall ſent his brother the 
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Licuctcnaunt with an armie of foureſcore and tenne tootemen, 
and a tewe hortemen (witi: three thouſande of the lande men 
which were mortail enemies to the Ciguauians) to meete 
the people of Crgranr, with King GCuarimexms their graunde 
capitavne, who hadde doone much milchiete to our menne , 
and fuch as fauoured them, Therefore when the Lieutenaunt 
had conducted his army to the bankes of a certaine great ryuer 
running bythe playne, which wee layde before to lye betweene 
the coruers of the mountaynes of C:gyaua and the lea, he found 
to icoutes of his enemies lurking 1n certeyne buſhes, where- 
of the one, calling bimſeite headlong into the ſea, eſcaped,and 
by ti;emouth of the riuer ſwamme ouer to his companions : the 
other being taken ,declared that inthe woode on the other fide 
cheriver, there lay in camp? lixe thoulande Ciguauians ready, 
vnwaresto ailayle our men palling by. VWheretore the Lieute- 
2auit hndinga ſhalow place where he might patle ouer, he with 
21s wholearmie entred into the ryuer, the which thing when the 
C:guauians had eſpycd, they came runnyng out of the woodes 
vith a teriible cry, and moſt horrible aſpeRt,much like vnto the 
people called Agathyr/r, of whom the poet virgiiſpeakxeth : For 
they were all paynted and fpotfed with ſundry colours, andel- 
pecially with niacke and red, which they make ot certainetruits 
norihed forthe laine purpoſe in their gardei.s, with the juyce 
wherco thev paynt themlelues irom the forehead, euento the 
<9, hamag their havre ( whici by art they make long and 
vlacke,it nature denve it them)wreathed aiid rolled after a thou 
lanue taſlions, a man would thinke thein to be deuilles incar- 
natnewly broke out of c!l, they are {ſo like vnto helhounds, As 
CUF REN waded ouer theryuer, they ſhotteat them, and hurled 
dartes lo thicke,that italmott rooke thelight of the ſunne from 
our men: inſomuch that it they hadde not borne of the force 
thereot. 
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thereof with their targettes, the matter had gone wrong with 
them. Yetatthe length, many being wounded , they patled 
ouer the ryuer: which thing when the enimies ſawe, they fled 
whom our men purſuing, {lue ſome in thechale, but not many, 
by reaſon of their [wittnelle of toote, Thus being in the wood- 
des, they ſhotte at our men more ſately,tor they being acculto- 
med to the woodes , and naked without any let palled 
through the bujhes and thrubbes, as it had bin wild bores or 
Hartes, whereas our men were hindred by reaſon of their ap- 
parell,targets,long iauelins & ignorance of the place. VVhere- 
tore, when he had reſted there all thatnight in vaine & the day 
tolowing helawe no ſtirring in the woodes, he went ( by the 
counſel and couducte of the other Uand men which were in 
his army ) iniediatly fro thence to the mountaines in the which 
king Mawbanexins had his cheete manlion place, in the vil- 
lage called Capronwm, by the which name allo the kings place 
was called, being in the ſame village. Thus marching torwarde 
with his armic, Sol twelue myles of , he encamped in tae vil- 
lage of another king, which the inhabitauntes had forſaken for 
feare of our men: Yetmaking diligent ſearch, they tound two, 
by whom they had knowledg that there 'was tenne Kinges with 
Maiobanexins in his palace of Capronum,with an armie of eight 
choufand Ciguauians.At the Licutenantsfir{t approcti,Þe durſt 
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not giue them battayle,vn till he had ſomewhat better ſearched An army of 


the regions: yetdid he in themeane timeſkirmiſh with them © 


twiſe . The next nyght about mudnight, hee ſent torth ſcoutes, 
and with them guides of the Ilande men wh.ch knew the 
countrey: Whome the Ciguauians clpyingtro the mountaines 
prepared themlelucs to the battayle, with a terrible cry or ala- 
rum after their maner,but yet durit not cone out of the woods 
{uppoling that the Lieuctenant with his mayae ariny had bin 
ceuen at hand, The day folowing, when he brought his army 
to the place where they encamped , leaping out vf the woodes 
they twile attempted the fortune of warre, hercely atlayling our 
men with a mayne force: and wounding many before they 
coulde couer them w.th their targettes: Yet our men put 
them to flight , ſlue manye , tovoke manye, the relidue 
tied ro the woodes, where they kept them [Ul as in _ 
mo 
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molt aſe holde. Of them which were taken, he fer 01e;4nd 

\ with him another of the Hland men, which was of his part, to 
\ AL.uobanrx:ss with commaundement in this ette&, The Lieue- 
tenaunt brought 1 >t hither his ariny(O Afuobanexms)to keepe 


warre c:ther agaialt you, or your people,for he greatly de{ireth 
your{frend.lip:but his intentis,that Guar:9nrx'zwho hath per- 
twalclyouto belts ayde againſt himyto the great deſtrution 
ot your people, and vndoyng of your country, may haue duc 
correction, as wel tor his difubedience towarde him, as ailo for 
rayiing tumutcs among the peopie : Wherefore he requireth 
you,and exhorteth you to deituer Cearimextts into tneirhands 
thewhich thing it you ſhall perfourme,the Admirati his brother 
will not only gladly admit you tov his friendihip, but alſo en- 
{argeand detend your dominion. And it herei2 you retule to 
accomplyihe his requelt , i will followe,.that you ſhall ſhort- 
ly repente you thereot ; For your kingdome ſhathe waſted 
with ſworde and fire, and thaliabide the tortunc of warre, 
whereot you haue had experience with fauour, as youſhall 
turther know heereatterto your paynezit with [tubbcrnetle you 
prouoke himrto (hewe the yttermoite of his power , When the 
mctlenger had thus done his arant, Afuobarexias anſwered, 
that Grarionexins was a good man, indued with many vertues 
25 al men knewe,andthereforehe thouglithunworthy bis avde, 
efpccially in as muchas he fied to hun for ſuccaure,anc that he 
1ad madehim ſuch promile,zhom aiſo he nat! proued to be His 
ianhful iriend:againethat they were noughty men, violent, and 
cr1ell, deliring other mens goodes, and {uch as ſparcd notto 
(cd innocents blood: in tne, that tee would not 1:2u2 to doe 
with ſuch milerricuous men, nor ye<t eaterinto friendihippe 
with trem . VVhea theſe th inges caince to tie Licauctenantres 
eare,he commannded the village to ve bnrnt where he aimſelfe 
zncamped, with many other villages ti'ere about; and when 
be drewenereto tlie place where A7 noe erm lay,he ſent melt- 
ſeagers to him againe, to Commune tre matter w.th him, & to 
will tim to ſen ſore one of his molt farth:tiiil {riendes to 
entreatewitii tim of peace. VVuereuppon tie king fent vn- 
ohm one of his cheete gentlemen, and with num ro other 
to wayte on lun. Vhen hecaine to the Licuztenantes pre- 
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ſence,he friendly required him to perſwade his lord and wmailter 
in his name, ard carnettly ro admonithe him, not to ſutter his , SS ES; | 
forithing kingdeme to be tpcyled, or himſeite to abide theha- reffe rowares | 
arde ct warre for Gaartonexims lake: and further to cxhort hum Noiot ane » | 
to deliver him, exceptc he would procure the Celtruction Lot]; ©: i} 
of h1m{cite, his pecple, and his country. VWhen the meticnger | 
was returned, AZazcbanextr:s allembled the people, ceclaring | 
vnto them what v.as done : but they cryedout on him tu deiwuer 
Guartnexitis, and began to curle the day that cuer they had re- 

cetued him, thus to dilturbe their quictnetle. Afazobarexues ati , (ne, 
fveredthem, that Grarionextns was a good man, & had well de- netic ima bare 
ſerued of him,giuing lim many princely prefe1.tes,and had allo barcus king, 
caught both his witc and him to ling and dance, which thing he 

did not little e{teeme, and was therctore tully reſo:ued in nocale 

co forſake him, or agaynlt all humanitieto betray his friend, 

which fled to him for ſuccour,but rather to abide all extremities 

with him,chen to mfniſter occalion of vbloquy to {laurderers,to 

repotte that he had betrayed his gheſt,vEcm hetooke into his 

houſe with warrantics, Thus dinutling the people, lighing and 

with {orrowfull harts, he called Grarionexms betorc him, prumi- 

k ſing him agayne, that he would be partaker of his tortune,while 

life laſted:in ſo much that he thought it not belt toſend any tur 

ther woorde tothe Lieutenant, but appoynted him whom bee- 

fore he {ent to him, to keepe the way with agarriſon of men, to 

the intent, that it any metlengers ſhoulde be {ent from the Lieu- 

tenaunt,to ſtay them by the way,& admit none to COMmunica- 

tion, or {urther cntreatic of peace. In the meane time, the Lieue- 

tenaunt (ent two,whercot the one was a captiue Ciguautan, and 

the other an Ilande man, of them which were friendes to our 

men:and they were both taken and flayne, The Licutenant tol- The Lreuce- 
lowed them onely with ten footmen & foure horſemen, finding "oe t5eR 
his metlengers deadein the way, hce was further prouoked to nr Frm 
wrath, and determined mureextreamely to deale with Maroba- 

nexirs,& thertore went forward incontinently with his whole ar- 

my to his chiefe pallace of C:pronzm,where he yet lay in campe. 

At hisapproch,ail the kings Hed,cuery man his way,& forſooke 

thelr capitaine AZx95-yex:r5,xyhu allo with all his tamily,fledde 


tothe rough mountayncs. Some of the. Ciguauians ſought for 
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Guarionexius to llay him, for that hee was the cauſe of all theſe 
troubles : but his teete ſaued his lite, tor he ledde in time to the 
mountaynes,where he lurked in maner alone among the deſo- 
late rockes. Waereas now the Lieutenantes ſouldiers were fore 
wearyed with long warre, with watching, labour, and hunger 
(forit was nowe three moneths lince the warres began ) many 
delired leaue to depart to the towerof Conception, where they 
had granges, & exerciled tillage. He gaue them their palleports 
with alowance of vi&tayles, and lo that one)y thirtie remained 
with him. Theſe three monethes warre, they continued verie 
ninctulland nuterably : So that during all that time, they 
Fad none other meate but oly Caxzb,that is,fuch roots where- 


{o ///745, that is, little bealtes like Conies, if by chaunce nowe 
and then they tooke ſome with their hounds. "Their drinke was 
none other then water, ſuche as they founde, lumetime lweet 
and lomrtime muddy,lauoring of the maryſhes . Among theſe 
delicares, that little fleepe that chey had, was euer for the molt 
part abroad vader the firmament, and that not without watch+ 
men, and in continuall remouing as the nature of warre requi- 
reth, With theſe fewe therefore, the Lieutenant determind to 
{earch the mountaynes, dennes,and caues, if he coulde in any 
place finde the {teppes of 1{aobanexins or Guarionexins. Inthe 
meane time certaine of his men ( whome hunger eatorced to 
g0Cc a hunting, to proue it they could take any conies ) chanced 
vpon two of AZuobanexins tamiliars, which were {ent ty certaine 
villages of his,to make proutlion of bread. Fheſe he enforcedto 
declarewhere their Jord lay hid, & viedthe ſame allo for guides, 
ro bring our mento tle place. T'welue of our men tooke this en 
terpryle in hand, painting themdelucs after the maner of the Cig 
uauans:So that by this [tratazeme or policie, they came foden- 
iy vpon Aſuobarexixs, and twoke him pryfoner, with his wyte, 
chiluren, & family,and conueighed them tothe towre of Con- 
ception to the Lieutenant, VVithin a fewe dayes after, hunger 
COmpeiled Crriwexins tOCOME Out of the denne, whome cer. 
caine of the people tearing the Lieutenant, beewrayed to our 
hunters . Lins beeing certified hereof, lent foorth 
2 bagde of toote men, commanding them to lyc in ambulh vn 
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till ſuch time as Cuarionexius went from the playhes to the 
mountaynes, and then ſodenly to entrappe him. They went 
as they were commaunded,tooke him, and brought him away 
with them,and by this meancs were all the regions neare about 
pacihed and quieted. A certayne noble woman of neere kinred 
to M{awbanexms, and wite toanother king , whole dominion 
was yet vntouched, followed him in all thele adueriitics. They 


athrme this woman to bee the tayreſt and molt beautitull, that a yeauritul 
eucr nature brought torth in the Lland: Whom, when the king woman. 
her husbande, who loued her molt ardently (as her beautie de-. 


ſcrued) hearde lay that the was taken priloner, hee wanderd vp 
and downe thedelartes like a man out of his witte, not know- 
ing what tv doe or ſay . But at the length, hecameto the 
Lieutenant, promiſing molt faithfully, thar hee woulde ſub- 
mit himſelſe andall thathecoulde make, vnder his power, o 
that hee woulde reltore him his wife. The Lieutenant accep- 
ted the condition,& reſtored him his wite,with certain other ru 
lers and gentlemen which he had taken priſoners betore :char- 
ging them, and binding themwith an othe, to be ready at his 
commaundement. Shortly after, this king of his owne free 
motion, came agayne to the Lieutenaunt, bringing with him 
fiue thouſande men without weapons,lauing onely ſuch inſtru- 
mentes as they vie in tillage of their ground, He brought with 
him alſo ſcedes to ſow, wherewith at his ownecÞarge, hee cau- 
{ed ſuch plentie of their corne and fruites togrow in ſundry pla- 
ces of the large vale, whereof we ſpake before, that ſhortly after 
were ſeene many fayre and fruittull heldes that came thereof 
and for his gentlenelle beeing rewarded of the Licutenaunt 
with certaine of our thinges, ; 

tnereport hereof came to the Ciguauians, it mooued the minds 
of the kinges to hope of clemencie, whereupon they came 
togerher to the Lieutenant with humble ſubmiliion and ftaith- 
full promiſe, euer after to bee vnder his obedience, deliring 
him toseltorevntothem their king with bis tamilie. At their 
requelt, the Kinges wite and his houſholde was ſette at liber- 
tie, but the king kept {till as a priſoner. Theſe thinges did the 
Lieutenaunt in the Nlande, notyet knowing what his aduer- 


laries and acculcrs hadde layde to his charge beforethe king of

It is allo laid,that 
the new goucrnour lent letters tothe king, written with the Ad- 
miralles hande in itraunge and viknowne ſypheringes, to his 
brother the Lieutenaunt being ablent, willing him to bee in a

weltward : and that cheirimages of golde were made in the 
faine region. VWhereupon our nicn directed their voyage thy- 
ther immediatly, and arryued there at the Calcndes of No- 
uember, inthe yeare of CHRIS I athouland and hue hun- 
dred. The people of the country reſorted to them without 
teare, bringivg with chem of the golde which we ſayd to bee 
natiue in that region. This people hadae allo collers of pearles 
about their neckes, which were brougnt them from Crzana tor 
exchaunge of their marchandiles. None of them would ex- 
chaunge any of thole thinges wiuch they hadde out of other 
countryes: as neyther the Curians golde, nor che Canchietans 
pearles : yetamong the Canchietans they found but litle gold 
ready gathered: They tooke with them trom thence certain very 
fayre Marmalcts or Munkeyes, and many Popingayes of lun- 
dry coloures. In the moneth of Nouember, the ayre was there 
molt temperate, and nothing colde. Theguardens of the 
north pole were out of ſight to both thele people, they are fo 
nearc the Equinoctial.Ot the degrees of the pole, they can giue 
none other accompt. ſheſe people are well difpoled men,ot ho- 
nelt conditions, and nothing {uſpitious,tor almoſt all the night 
long they reſorted tothe ſhippe with their boates, and went 
aboorde thippe without feare, as did the Curians, They call 
pearles, (orixas, Theyare lomewhat iealous, for when any 
{traungerscome among them, they euer place their women bee- 
hind tiem, In thisregion of Canchrers, the gotſampine trees 
growe of themſelues commonly in many places, as doe with 
vs Elmes, Willowes, and Sallowes : and therctore they vie to 
make breeches of cotton, wherewith they couer their priuie 
partes in many uther Regions thereabout, When they had yet ' 
fayled on forward by the ſame coaltcs, there came forth againſt 
them about two thouſand men, armed after their manner, for- 
byding them to come aland.Thele people were lo rudeand ſa- 
uage,that our men could by no meanes allure them to familiari- 
tie. Our men thertore, cotented only with their pearles,returned 
vacke the ſam2 way they came, where they remayned with the

T hen with che Canibals 
owne clubbe, he laide on himall that he might drive with hand 
and foote, grinning and treting as it had ben a wild bore,thin- 
king that he had not yet ſuthciently reuenged the death of his 
companions, when he had beatenout his braynes and gutttes 
When he was demanded after what fort the Canibales were 
woont to inuade other countries, he antwered, that they euer

Theſe Urved carcales, they haue it great reue- 
rence, and. honour them tor their houthould and tamyliar gods 
They lay that in this place they lawe a man, &in an other place 
a woinen, thus dried and referued, When they departed trom 
Cxr:ang, the. viii. day of the Ides of February, to returne to 
Spayne,they had threeſcore and.xvi. poundes weight atter viii, 
vnces to the pound)of pearles,which they bought tur exchange 
of our thinges,amounting to the value of tive thullinges. Depar- 
ting thertore, they conſumed threelcore dayes intheiriourney 
(although itwere thorterthen from Hiſpantola ) by realon of the 
continual courſe ofthe ſeain the welt,which did not only great=- 
ly {tay the ſhippe, alſo but ſometimes driue it backe. Butat the 
length they came home ſoladen with pearles, that they were 
with euery mariner, in maner as common as chatte, But the 
maſter of the thippe Perras Alphonſus, being acculed of his com 
panions that he had ſtollen a great multitude of pretious pear. 
les.and defrauded the king of his portion which was the fitth 
parte,was taken of Fernanudode Vegan man of great learning and 
experience, & gouernour of Galleciayhere they aryued,and was 
there Kept 11 priſon a long time, But hee (ti;l denieth that cuer 
he deteyned any part of the Pea rles.

and brightnes. Some lay,that A/phonſus hadnotthele peatles

' Hande. followed the louthwelt winde,being in the middelt betweene the 


{outh and the welt. When they ſuppoſed that they had fayled 
 _ aboutthreehundred leagues by the ſame winde, they ſay that 
Thenorntbpole they loſt the light of the North [tarre: and were ſhottely after 
out otligbt. rolled with exceeding tempeltes both of wind, and ſea,and vex 
ed with intollerable hcate: Yet layled they on turther (not with- 
out great daunger)tor the {pace of two hundred & fortie leagues 
tolowing yet the fame wind by the lolt pole, Whertore,hether 
babitable regions be vnder theEquinoctiall line or not, let theſe 
(men and the oulde wryters, aiwell Philolophers as poetes and 
run F 7 ; ha colinographers dilcutle. Fortheſe men attrmeit to be habitable 
Ecuinoctial and merucloully repleniſhed with people: and they,that it is vn- 
iyne, habitable by reaſon of the lunne beames depending perpendicu 
jarly or directly ouer the ſame. Yet were there many of the old 
writers, which attempted to proue it habitable, Theſe ma« 
ryners being demaunded, it chey {aw the louth pole,they anſfve- 
red that they knew no {tar there like vnto this pole, that might 
be decerned about the puynt: but that they ſawe an other order 
of {tarres,and a certeine thick mylt ryling from the horizontal 
lyne, which greatly hindered cheiri1ght, They contende alſo, 
chat thereis a great heape or riling inthe middelt of the carth, 
which taketh away the light of the louth pole , vntill they haue 
vtterly patled ouer the ſame: but they vtterly belecue tizat they 
(awe other images of [tarres,much dittering from the lituation 
of the {tarres of our hemiſpherie,or halie circle of heauen. How 
ſo ever the matter be, as they informe vs,we certifie you, At the 
length, the feuenth day of the calendes of February,they eſpied 
lande a tarre of,and ſeeing the water of the ſeato be troubleous, 
ſounding with their plununet, they tounde it to be xvifathames 
deepe. Going aland, and tarying there for thefſpace of two 
dayes, they depaited, becaule tney fawe no people [tirring,al- 
chough they tound celteyre i{teppes of mea by the tea tide 
T kus grauing on the trees & thc {tones neere vnto thethore,the 
kinges name and theirs, and the tune of their comming thi. 
ther,they departed, Not farre from this (tation; following the 
fiers on the land by night,they founde a nation lying vnder 
the 
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che open firmament, after the manner of warre. Our men 
thoughtitnot belt to troublechem vatill the morning: T here: 
fore, at theryling of theſunne, tortie of our men well armed 
went towarde them: againſt whom came forth. xxxii. of them 
with bowes, {linges and datrtes, euen ready tohght, The v- 
ther company followed thein, armed after the ſame maner.Our 


men athrmethat they were of higher (tature then either the Al- 


maynesor Papnonians., They behelde our men with truwning 
and threatning countenance: but our men thought it not good 
to fall to bickering with them , vncertayne whether it were 
for teare, or becauſe they would not drive them to flight, VVher- 
fore they weat about to allure them by faire meanes & rewardes 
butthey refuledall kinde of gentlenetle, and {tood euer ina rea- 
dinetle to fight, declaring the ſame by {ignes and tokens, Thus 
our, men relorted to their ſhippes, and they to the place trom 
whence they came, without any further bulines. I he fame nighe 
about midnight, they Hedde, & left the place voyde where they 
lay in the campe.Qur men ſuppolg them to be avagabound and 
wandering nation, like vnto the Scythians, without houles or 
certaine dwelling places, liuing onely with the fruites of the 
earth, hauing their wiues and children following them. Suche 
as nicalured theirtooteiteppes in the fande, athrme with great

otnes, that one of their feete is almolt aslong as twofeete of Giants 


our men of the meane lorte. Sayling on yet further, they found 
an other riuer,but notof depth ſufficient to beare the Caraueis ;

med men to ſearch the country, They eſpyed vppon ahigh hill 
neere vntothe ſea lide, agreat multitude of people, to whom 
our companieſent torth one man with certayne of our thinges 
toallure them toexchange. And when hehadcalt a hawkes bel 
towarde them, they calt downe a wedge of golde acubit longe : 
the whiche as hee (touped to take vp,they lodenly incloſed him 
and caryed him away. But hee was ſhortly after reſcued by his 
companions,tolome of their paines : for they ſlue eight of our 
meng,& wounded many a farre of,wirh their arrowes, and dartes 
made of wood, hardened at the endes with fire, Aﬀer this they 
encompalſed ourſji ppe voates within theriuer, and came rath- 
by witninthe reach of yur As laying holde on the _ 
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I1des,where they were thruſt through, and hewen1n pecces as it 
had bin ſh;cepe, by reaſon they werenaked, Yet woulde they not 
tor all this giue ouer,but touke from our men one of their boats 
hauing no menin it : forthe goucrnour thereof beeing \ſlayne 
with anarrowe, the other tleude andeſcaped, And thus they 
lelte tits fierce and warlike people, ſayling towarde the north- 
well, along by the ſamecoaltes , with forrowtu!i heartes tor the 
death of ther companions. VWhien they had lay!led about xl, 
&ſerotfeh leagues, they chautced intoa fea of ftreihe water, that they 
Water. billed their barielles and hoggetheades tlierew.th. Searching 
the cauichcercof, they vaderitoode thata vehciment courlc 
ol riuers deſcended with great violence trom the toppes of cer-. 
taliegreat hilles, They lay allo that there lycth within the lea, 
atnctortunate and fruiteiull Tlandes, and wellinhabited,and 
tatthcinhabitances of this tract are men of mecke natureand 
tuch asdoe not retule {traungers, yet little profitable to them, 
becauſe they taue no marchaadyes tur their purpole, as golde, 
Humane p*o- or precious {tones:for lacke wherect, they brought tromthence 
Pat, cnurtie captiucs to lel] tor flaues, The inhavitanres call this re- 
pion Aaritambal. The region ofthe ealt parte of that ryuer, 1s 
called Camomorus,andtoat of the welt part P.ricor4, in the mid- 
landewhereof,the inhabitantes fignihed that tiere is great plen- 
tic of golde:For,ollowing this river directly toward thenorth 
(as the bending of the thore required)tiiey recouered againe the 
ſight of the north pole. Allthe coaite of this tract,perteineth 
to Parizythe which(as we laid before ) was ficlt fcuna by Colors 
hinſelfe, aid hath in manner in euery place great abundaunce 
of pearles, T hey ſay that theſe coaltes arc adioyning vato, and 
all one with 0s raconts, and atfo bordcryng vppon tie regions 
of Comet, 7. 4cpand, Currma, Canchieta, aid Cuchibachon 
Vhiereture they thought it to be part of the firme !and of India 
beyond the river of Gezoes, For the great & large compalle ther- 
N, doth not permitthat it ſhould be an Lande,al-cit the whole 
artiivncouered with water, /argely taken, may oe cailed an I- 
fande. Fromthe poynt of that laid where they lolt the tigh.t of

might ſeeme incredible, it the antiques did not make mention 

of the like, Being demaunded of meit it were not alt water 

where it diueded the lande, they anfwearcd that the water therof 

was very treſhe and ſweete, and that the furtheritranne,to be ſo 

much the freſher ; alſo tullot Tlandes and wholfoniec fili:e: tliey 

dare auouch the breadththerot to be more tlicn thirtie leagues.

Hiſpamola, before they knew that the people thereof honoured 
any other thing then the l1ghtes of heauen, or hadde any other 
religion ; but when they hadde beene longe conuerſaunt 
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with them, and by vnderitanding their language, drew toa tur- 
therfamiliaritic, they had knowledgethat they vied diuers rites 
and ſuperſtitions: I haue therefore gathered theſe tewe thinges 
following, out of a booke written by one Ramonrs an Heremite, 
whome C'olozz5 hadde]eit with certayne kinges of the Llandeto 
inltruct them in the Chriltian taith. And becauſe in maizer their 
whole religion ts nonc other thing then idolatric, Iwillbeegin 
attheiridolies, It is theretore apparant by the images which 
ticy honour openly and commonly, that there appeare vnt9 
tem In the night lealons, certayne phantailes and ilultions of 
eul[pirites,feducing theminto many tonde and toolith errours 
{or they make certaine linages of Gotlampine cutton , tolded 
or wreatned after their manner, and hard ſtopped within. Theſe 
unages they make litting, muche like vnto 'the pictures of 
ſpirits and deuilles which our paynters are accuſtomed to paynt 
vpon walles : butforatinuch as I my ſelfe ſent you toure of 
theſe Images, you may better prelently lignifie vato the king 
your vncle, what manner of thinges they are, and howe like vn- 
to paynted deuilles, then I can expretle the ſame by writing. 
Theleimages, theinhabitauntes call Zemzs, whercot the leaſte, 
made to the likenetle of young Jeuilles,they bindeto their fore-

Srlcturne 1 Decaule the funne and the moone came hrlt out of the fame 
1idnovone, Ogiuelight tothe world:theyhauerel:gious concourſe to theſe 
Caues, as we are accultomed to goc on Pylgrimage tro Rome, 

or Vaticane, Compoltella,or Hierulalem,as mott holy & head 

places of our religion. They arealſo ſubic to another kind of 
{uperitition:for they thinke that dead tolks walke in thenight, 

wealkvins and eate the truite called Gxannatba,vnknowne vnto vs,& lom- 
Fprenes, whar like vatoa Quinle:athrming allo that they are couerſant 
with Jtuing people:euen in their beddes, and to deceiue women 

intaking vpon them the ſhape of men, ſhewing themſelues ay 

though they would haueto doe with them:but when the matter 

commeth to actuall deed,lodainly they vanithe away. If any do 

fulpect that a dead body lycth by him, whe he teelcth any [trig 

& remegic a- fÞivg in the bed, they ſay he ſhall bee out of doubt by feeling of 
painſt yealking the bellie thereof : athrming that the ſpirites of dead men may 
[pit3tc8, take vppon them allthe members of mans body, fauing onely 
the nauel. It therefore by the Jacke of the nauelhe doe perceiue 

that a dead budy lyeth by him,the teeling is immediately refol- 

ued. They belecueverily, thatinthe night, and oftentimes in 

ther iournetes,and eſpecially in common aud high wayes, dead 

men doe meetewith theliuing:Againſ{t whom, 1t any man bee 

Rout and out of fearc, the fantalic vaniſheth incontinently:but 

if anie feare, the fantalie or vilion dooth ſo atlaujte him and 

[trike him with further feare, that many are thereby altony- 

ſhed, and haue the lymmes of their bodies taken.

vie to ſpeake with them tamiliarly , and tel them of thinges to [ _ ve.th 

come. Andit any haue ben licke, and are recouered they make Sa 

the belceue that they obteined their health of the Zemes, Theſe 

Bout bind themſelucs to much falting, & outward cleanlinetle, 

and purginges, eſpecially whenthey take vpon them the cure 

of any prince, forthen they drinke the powderot a certaine 

herbe by whole qualitie they are driuen into a fury, at which Apowder of 

time ( as they ſay ) they learne many thinges by reuelation of =o Ls 

the Zemes . Then putting ſecretely in their mouthes,eyther a cf

As ſoone as this madnetleceatlett, lc ernbraceth 
hs Knees with his armes,holding downe his head. And when 
he hath remayaed thus awhile aſtonythcd, hee lifteth vp ar

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head, as one that caine newe out of {leepe:and thus looking vp 
coward heauein, firft he tumbleth certaine confounded wordes 
with himſelfe, then certayne of the nobilitic or chiefe gentle- 
mei that are about him(tor none of the common people are ad- 
mitted to theſe mytteries) with loude voyces giue tokens of re- 
ioycing that hee is returned to them from the ſpeech of the Ze- 
24c5,demanding of nim what he hath ſcene.

beicd &folowed him:yet made they humble ſuite vato hun BY 
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he woulde graunt them that with his fauour they might eyther 
gc agaync to Hypan'ola, or that te himfelte would bring them 
to N:crefurrand that they woulte for his gentienetle declared to- 
warde them in this behalte, rewarde him with two thouſand 
drammes of golde : tor they were richin golde, but poorein r;cp6 hn ove 
bread, But Ancſ#s atlented to neither of their requeltes, af- and poore un 
tirming that he might Dy no meanes goeany other way , then bread. 
to J7aba the prouince alligned to Fogeds. VWhereupon, by their 
| conduQ,he tooke his voyage directly towarde J 74ba. But nowe 
letit not ſceme tedious to yuur hotynclle,to heare of oue thing 
worthy tobe remembred, which chaunced tothis Lieutenaunt 
Anciſus as 2 came thither : tor he allo calt ankerin the coalts 
of the region of Caramairt, which we fayde to be famous,by rea- 
ſon of the hauen of Carihago,and of the g00dly (tature,[trengeh 
and beauty both of men and women being inthe ſame. Here he 
{ent certaine to goc aland on the tore both to fetch treth water 
and alſo to repavyre the ſhip boate which was lore bruiſed. In this 
meane time, a great multitude of the people of the countrey,ar- 
| med after their maner,came about our men, as they were Occu- 
pyed about their bulinetIe,and ſtood 11 a readincileto tight;tor 
the ſpace of three dayes continually, during whiche time, ney- 
ther durlt they ſet vpo our men,nor our men allaile them. Thus 
both parties keeping their array, {toode [till three whole dayes, 
the one galing on the other, Yet all this time our men applicd 
tacir worke, piacing the ſhipwrightes in the middelt of their 
arimie. As they ſtoode thus amazed,two of our compary went 
to 64] their water pottes at the mouth of tne river neere vnto 
them both,where fodenly there came forth againlt them aca 
rayne of the barbarians wit!: tenne armed men, which inclofed 
them, and with terrible countenance bent their arrowes again? 
them, but ihutte them not of. One of our men fledde,but the 
other remained, calling his tellowe as tine, and rebuking him 
for his tearctulnctle, Then he lpake to the barbarians in their 
| owne language, which he had learned being conuerfaunt with 
thecaptiues that were caryed trom thence along before. They 
marueyling to heare a [trangerſpeake in their natiue tonzue, 
put of their fiercenclle, and tel] to friendly communication,de: 
maunding who were the Captaynes of that COmPAany \ Huche 
| were 
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were arryued in their lande. Hee anlfwered that they were 
{trangers patling by.and that hc marueied why they woulde at- 
cempt to driue th em trom their coaltes, and dilturhe their ſhips 
arguing thein of tojlv and crueltie, and turther chreatning their 
rune and del truction, except they woulde vie themſelues inore 
friendly towarde them. Forhee aduertiled them that there 
woulde ſhortly come into their Jande armed men, in number 
likevnto the lands ot the {c2,and that to their vtter deltruRtion, 
n0t onely it they reliſted them not,but alto except they receiued 
£1em, andentertayned them honourably. In the meane time, 
Arciſus was entourmed that his men were detevned : wherefore 
luſpecting lome deceite, hee brought toortN all hi 1 TArBecmen , 
fortcare of their venemous arrowes : and fetting them in battel 
array, hee marched torwarde towarde them vw hicks [tayed his 
men. But hee whiche communed with the barbarians, giuing 
him a ligne with his hande to proceed no turther,he ſtayed,and 
calling to him the other, he knewe that all was fate : for the bar- 
barians profered him peace, becauſe they were not they whom 
they [uſpeed them to haue bin, meaning by F ogeda & Nicneſis 
who had [poyled the village ſtanding there! Oy tic fea ide, and 
caryed away many captiues, and alſo burnt anothervillage fur- 
cher within the lande. And theretore ( a5 they ſavde ) the cauſe 
of the.r comming thither, was to reueng® thoſe i Inturies, it by 
any meanes they coulde,y ct that they wi culd 110t exercite their 
Weaponsag o2ainlt the innocent: for they {avde, it was vngudly to 
tig lit againlt any, not being prouc: ed. Laying a a parte]; erctore 
theirbe owes and airowes, they er cereal: :d cur men ger, tlely 
and gauc them great plenty of faited Bic, and bread of their 
Countrev, and killed their vetIels with Silerimade of their coun- 
crey truites and leedes, nor ;nfterior to wine t: BE Yodnetie.

outall teare, atlayled our men hercely , wounded manye, and 
flue manye, and when they emptyed their quiuers, fledde, as 
{wiftely as the winde : For (as we hauefaid)) they are exceeding

age, they athrme that they lette (lipno arrowe out of their 
bowes in vaine. Our men therefore returned the ſame way that 
they came,much more vntortunate then they were before, and 
conlulted among themſelues to leaue the Jad,eſpecialy becauſe 
the inhabitantes had ouerthrowne the fortretle which Fegedz, 
builded, and had burnt thirtie houſes of the village,as ſoone as 
Pizarrns and his company left of Fogeaz,and forlaxeathe land, 
By this occalion rherefore, heing driuen to leeke further, they 
had intelligeace that the welt (de of that goulte of Jraba, was 
more truitlul & better to inhabite, Vheretotegthey fent the one 
halte of their menthither with the brigandine,an4d left the other 
icereto the [ſcalide on the call part. This gulte, is fourteenc 

miles in breadth, and howe much the turther it entereth into 
the firme Jand, it is {ſo much the narower . Into the gulteof 
1:4, there fall many riuers, but oc \” as they ſay)more fortu - 
nate then the riuer of Nilusin Egypt. { This river 1s called Da- 
r:en,vponthe bankes whereof, being very fruitfulj of trees and 
gratle, they entended to plante their newe colonve or habita- 
tion, Dit, the inhabytantes marueyling at the brigandyne be- 
ing bigzer then their canoas', and ſpecially at the ws 
tncrot 
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chereof, firſt ſent away their children and weakelt ſort of their 

eople with their baggage and houſhould (tutte,and atlembled 
all ſuch together both men and women, as were meete forthe 
warres. Thus being armed with weapons and deſperate mindes 
chey (toode in a readynelleto fight, and taryed thecomming 
of our men vpon a little hill, as it wereto take the aduauntage 
of the grounde:our meniudged them tobe about hue hundred 
in number. Then Azc:/zsthecaptayne ut our men,and Licuc- 
tenauntin the (teede of Fogeds, letting his men in order of bat- 
tayle aray, and with his whole company kneeling on his knees, 
they all made humbleprayers to G O D torthe victorie, and a 
vowetothe image of the bletled virgin which is honoured in 
Ciuile, by the name of Santta Aaria Antigua, promiling to 
ſende her mary golden gyttes, and a {traungerot that country 
allo, toname the village San&{a Maria Antiqua atter her name: 
likewiſe to erefte a temple called by the ſame name, or at 
the lealt to dedicate the king of that prouince his pallace tothat 
vie, itit ſhould pleaſe her to affiſt chem in this dangerous enter- The Guide

priſe. I his done,al the ſouldiers toke an oth, that no man ſhuld , 
eurnc his backe to hisenemics. The thecaptaine commanding 
them to be ina readinetle with their targets and iauelyns, and 
the trumpetter to blowe the battayle,they fiercely allailed their 
enimies with a Jarome: but the naked barbarians, notlong able The varbatt- 
roabide the force uf our men,were put to flight, with their king 325 37< <rver. 
and captayne Cemaccns. Our men entred into thevillage,vhere'* 7 gat, 
they tound plentic of meate,ſuch as the people of the countrey 
vie,{uthcient to atlwage their preſent hunger,as bread made of 
rootes, with certayne fruites vnlike vnto ours, which they 
relerue for ſtore, aswe doe Cheltnuttes. Oi thee people, the 
men ate viteiiy naked, but the women, from the nauel downe 
warde are couered with a bne cloth made of gotlampine cot- 
con. I his region is yrterly without any iharpacile of wynter Theriver of 
tor the mouth of this river of Darze, 1s oncly eight degrees Var ey 
diltaunt from the Equriretliall line, lo that the common forte Nan 517 
of our men,fcarcely perceiue atiy ditterence in length betweene noctialline. 
the day and night allthe whole yeere : but becaule they are Ig 
norant inaltronomie, they can percciue no ſinall difference. 


Therefore wee necde not much patleiithe degree differ ſome- 
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whatfrom their opinion, foraſmuch as the difterence cannot 
beegreat. Theday afterthatthey arriued atthe lande;they ſay- 
ledalong by the' river , where they found a great thycket of 
reedes, continuyng for the paceof amylein length, ſuppoling 
(asit chauncedin deede) that the borderers thereabout which 
had fed, had either licn lurking there, or els to haue hid their 
[tutfe among thole reedes: Whereupon, arming them(clues 
with their targets,forteare uf the people lying in ambulhe,they 
icarched the thicket diligently, and found it without men, but 
repleniſhed with houſholde (tutfe and golde. They founde alſo 
Gobde tounde a great multitude of thetes,made of the lilke or cotto of the gol- 
in atncker, {ampine tree: likewiſe diuers kindes of vellels and tooles made 
ofrecuct. of wood, and many of earth: alſo many brett plates of gold, and 
| ouches wrought after their manner ,to the ſumme of a hundred 
Breftoliczs & two pound weight:for they allo take pleaſurein the beautie of 
of co.de 2vlde,and worxeit very artificially, though it bee not rhe price 
of things among them as with vs. They hauc it out of other re- 
gi0ns, for exchaunge of luch thinges as their country bringeth

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whom the guuernance and Lieutenauntſhip of the moſt latge 
prouince of Beragra(bcing the Welt lide of the gulte of J7aba) 
wasappoynted , Vee haue declared howe Nicwe/a, departing 
with one Carauel and twoBrigandines, from J raba the iurifdice 
tion of his friend & companion Fegeda,direRted his courle well- 
warde to Zeraguayleauing the bigger ſhippes ſomewhat behinde 
him, tofollowe him a farre of , but hee tooke this deuice in an 
euill houre, for he both lolt his fellowes in the night, and went 

alt the mouth of the ryuer Beraga, which hee chietely ſought. 
One Lxp#s 0larnura Cantabrian, and gouernour of one of the 
great ſhyppes, had tne conduRt of one of the Brigandines : hee 
comming behinde, learned of the inhabitauntes, whiche was 
the way Eaſtwardeto the gulte of Beragua, ouerpaliled and left 
behinde N:creſa. Olarrs theretore direting his courle towarde 
the Eaſt, met with the other Brigandine, which hadde allo wan- 
dered out of the way by reaſon of the darknes of the night. The

After deliberation,they iudged that 
Niuuacoulde no morelacke ſome to put him inremembrance 
of Beragua, then they themſelues were mindfull hereof, hoping 
allo to inde him there. T heyſayled therefore towarde Beragrua, 
where they tound within xvi. myles diſtant, a riuer whiche C- 
lonus named Lagartor,becauleit nouriſheth great Lyſards,which 
in the Spaniſhe tongueare called Zagartos, Thele Lylardes 
are hurttul both vito man and beaſt,and in ſhape much like vn 
to the Crocodiles of the riuer Nis in Egypt, In this ryuerthey 
founde their companions and fellowes of theirerrour, lying 
at anker with the great ſhyppes, wiiche followed behinde b 

the gouernours commandement. Here the whole atlembly be- 
ing caretull and dilquieted by reafon of the gouernours errour 
afterconſultation,by the aduice of the captaynes of the Brigan-

dines,who had raſed neere vnto the coaltes of Beragra, they ſai- The goldes 
led direaly thither, Beragau,in the language of the inhabitants 7Y4<* ot Be= 
of the ſame prouince,is as much to ſay,as the golden ryuer.

Region it ſelfe is alſo called by the ſame name, taking name 
of theryuer, Inthe mouth "ag ryuer, the greatelt yellelles 
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calt anker, anc conueighed all their victualles and other nece(- 
farics tolande w th their tip boates, and eleRted Lyprr Olanws 
to bee the geucrnour in [teade of Nicwe/awhom they had loſte, 
By that aduice therefore of Ol/anrs and the other ynder ca ptains 
that all hope of departure might bee taken from the ſouldiers 
which they had now brought thither,& to make them the more 
willing to inhabite the Jande, they vtterly forlooke and calte 
of thote thyppes beeingnowe rotten for age, and ſuttered them 
to bee ſhaken and broofed of the (Urges of the fea. Yet of their 
loundelt plankes, with other newe, made of thetrees of that 
Region ( whichethey lay to bee exceeding bigge and high)they 
trameyl a newe carauell thortely after, which they might vie to 
jerue tor their necellitie, But Beragua was tounde by the vnfor- 
tunate deltenye of Perrus de /mbria, Forhez, beeing a man of 
prompt wit and apt forwardnelle to attempte things(1in whiche 
ſometime fortune will beare a (troke notwithitanding our pro- 
uidence ) tooke vpon him that aduenturecto ſcarch the ſhore, to 
the intent to hinde a way tor his tellowes where they might beſt 
come aland. Forthis purpoſe, he chooſe him xii.maryners, and 
went aboorde the ſhip boate which ſerued the greatelt ſhyppes, 
The flowing ot the ſea, raged and roared there, with a horryble 
whurling, as we reade of the daungerous place of Sry/la in the 
ſeaot Cicilie, by reaſonot the huge & ragged rockes reaching 
intothe ſea, from which the waues rebounding with violence, 
make a great noyleand roughnelle on the water, which rough- 
netle or reflowing, the Spanyardescail Reſacca. In theſe daun- 
gers wretched J »bria wreſteled a while, but in ſhorte ſpace, a 
waue of the ſcaalmolt as bygge asa imountayne, rebounding 
trom the rockes,ouerwhelmed the boate, & deuoured the ſame 
with the men,enen in the light of their fjellowes :$2 that ofthem 
all,onely one clcaped by reaſon he was expert in lvimming. For 
vetting holde of the corner of a rocke, and ſulteyning therage 
of thelea vntillthe next day when it waxed calme, and the ſhore 
was dryeby the fall of the water, he clcaped and reſorted to his 
companie, But Jbria with the other eleuen, were vtterly 
calt away.

This [ra theretore of Co:ba, met our men by the 
way, and conciled Comogrus to them, becaule he was wel know x;, » Come) 
en to our men, from thetimethat Nicue/a palled brit by thoſe grus, 
coaltes. Our men therfore went quietly to the pallace of Come- 
grnus, being diſtant from Darienathirtic leagues by a plaine way 
about the mountaynes. The king Comogrus had ſeucn lonnes, 
yong men,of comely fourme & (taturc,which he had by ſundry 
wyues. His pallace was framed of poltes or proppes made of q,.,. _ 
trees faltened togeth:erattera ſtrange fort,and of io ltrong buil- ,ajj, ND 
ding, thatitis of no letle {trength then walles of ſtone. They 
which mealured thelength of the tloore thereot,foundit to be a 
tnadred and fittie paces, and in breadth, foureſcore toote,be- 
ing rooted and paued with matuelous arte. They tcunde his 
{torehoule furmihed with abundice of delicate vituals atter tic 
manner of their country, and his wine ſeller replenithed with 
reat velleſles ot carth aud alſo of wood, tilled with their kinde 
of wine and lider, for they haue no grapes: but like as the y Wine + lier, 
make their bread of thole three kindes of rootes called Tucea, |

PCs, the Norms, SWEULIKS, aid Heluectans, make CCli- 

taync drinkes of barley, wheate,hoppes,and applies, TI ley lay 

allothat with Comogres they drunke wines of fundrytattes,both 

Pho wine white and black. But nowe you ſhall heare of a thing more 
monlſtrousto beholde. Entring theretore into the inner partes 

of the pallace,they were broughtinto achamber hanged about 

with tizecarkatles of men, tyed with ropes of go{lampine COt- 

ton. Being demaunded what they ment by that ſuperſtition, 

they anlvered that thoſewere the carcalles of the father,graund 

tather,& great graundtather,with other the auncetours of thett 

King Comogrs, declaring that they had thelame in great reue- 

rence, and that they tooke it tor a godly thing to hunour them 

religioully, and therefore apparelled cuery of the tame ſumptu- 

outly with gold and precious [tones,according vato theireltate, 

After this lorte did the antiquitie honour their Perates, which 

y thought had the goucrnance of their lives, How they drie 
thele carcatles vpon certainein{trumentes made of wood, like 
vnto hurdells, with a foft fire vader the ſame,lo that onely the 
{kinne remaineth to hold the bones together,we haue deſcribed 
in thciormer Decade. Ot Comreres his feuen lonnes ,the el- 
deit had an excelle;atnaturallw:r. He tnerctore thought it goo 
to Batter and pleaſe this wanceryng Kinde of Men { Our me: 1 
meane)liuins only by Rittes 8: {poyle,leſt being cfended, and 
(eeking occalions a2ainlt him & his familic, tiicy ihould hand'e 
him as they did other which ſough.tno meanes hov to gratifie 
them : Wherefore he gaue Vaſchzs and Colmar foure thous 
lande ounces of golde artificially wrought,anc allo hftie {laves, 
which hee had taken in the warres: for ſuch, either they 
{cllfor exehaunge of their thinges, or otherwite vie them 
as them Jilteth,for they haucnotthe vie of money. This golde 
with as much more which they had in another place, our men

nic, and other authors, wh.che wiite that the trees in ſume pla- 
cm 7:d:aare fo hyh by reafon of the truirfulnesof the ground 
abundance of water, and heate of the region, that no man is 
able to ſhoote oner them with an arrowe: and by tudgement of 
all men, it is thuughttl:at there is nofruitefuller erounde vn- 
der the funne, then it is whereof wee nowe intreate. Our 
menge meaſuring manic e 01 tele trees, found them ty 124 of 
uch 
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ſuche hionetle, that ſeuen men, yea fometime eight, holding 
handein hande with their armes ttretched foorth, were [carſely 
ableto fathame them about : yet haue they their cellers in the 
grounae, well replemthed wth ſuch wines whereof wee hauc 
ipoken beiore. For albeit that the vehemencie of the wince is 
not of power to cait dowie thole houtes, or breake the braun- 
ches of the trees,yct are tiey tolled therewtth, and twaye forne- 
what trom (ide to lide, by reaſon whereof, the wine thoulde bee 
much troubled with moouing. All other necetlar:e thinges 
they hauc with them inthe trees: Vhen the king or anv othes 
of the noble men, dine or fuppe in theie trees, their wyucs are: 
brought them trom thecellers by their ſeruaurites, whiche by 
meanes of excrciſe, are accultomed with no lefle celeritie to 
runne vpand downethe ftaires adherente to the tree, then do 
our wa; ting boyes vpp2n tle playne grounae fetche vs what 
wee call fortro:: the cootarue beiide our dyning table. Our 
men theretore came to che tice vt king Aveveroe, and by the in- 
eerpretoures called hun tvorth to conmunication, giuing hin 
{ipnes of peace, and thereupon willing him to come downe. 
But hee denved tat hee woulde come out of lus houſe,deli- 
ring them to ſutter him to lyue after his faſhion : but our men 
fell trom tayrewordes to threataing, that excepthe woulde def- 
cende with all his fanulie, they wouide eytner oucrrhrowe the Abibcih1, ite 
eree, or elſe ſet it on fire, When he hadde denied them agayne, king of the

Likewiſe thatitnowe [tood them in hande of necellitic to palle 

through his dominion, and that hee thoughtit beſt to ſet vpon 

him vawares. The fouldiers conſented to his aduce, and 

exhorted him to giuethe aducnture, promiling that they would 

follow him, whither foeucrhe went, Theydetermined therfore 

togoe two dayes itourncy in one day, that T*marama,not kno- 

wing of their ſodayne coniming, might haue no leylure to aſ- 

{emblean armie: and the thing came to patle eucn as they had 

deuiſed. For in the fir{t watch ot the night,our menne, with the 
Pocchorrefians, invaded the village and pallace of Tumanama, 

where they tooke him pryſoner, tuſpeting nothing lefle, He 

had with him two young men, which hee abuſed vnnaturally, 

alſo foureſcore womer,which he hadde taken violently trom di 

uers kinges : Jikewife, agreat number of his gentlemen and

Tengtha hundred and twentte paces, andin breazth t:tue paces, 

As GUr Mien meaſured them, 11 theſe rwo houles tlie king was 

accuſtomed to nutter his menne, as ofteu as he prepate\l at ar- 

nie. VVhen Tumanama thereiore was thus taxencaptiuc, with 

all his Sardataparicall tamilie, the Pocehorrofia bragged a:1d 

threataed him, beeing rowe bounde, that ne ſhould {hortly be 

hanged : the other kinges allo his borderers, reioyced at his 

miſtortune.

of Pocchorraſa, came to himthe viii. day of the Calendes of 1a- 
nuary, lathe yeecreof CHRIST. 1413, bringing with them 
certayne labourers from the Kinges of tie South, with ſundry 
in{trumentes to digge the grounde, and gather golde, Thus 
paſſing ouer the day of the natiuvitie of CHRIST without 
bodily labour, y pon Saint Stephens day hee brought certayne 
myners tothe (ide of ahill, notfarre diltant fromthe pallace 
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of Tumanama, where (as heſayth)hee percciued by the colour 
of the earth, that it was liketo bring foorth golde, When the 

haddigged a pit, not palt a hand breath and ahalte, and lifted 
che earth thereol, they tounde certayne {mail graines of golde,

VWhereby they argued, that the richenetle of 
chat land was agrecable to the report of che borderers,although 
Vaſchz coulde by no nieanes caule 7:49.ua to confetle the 
fame. They ſ{uppolethat he nothing efteemed fo [mall a por- 
tion : butother ſay, that hee denied niscountrey to be fruittull 
of golde, lealt by reaſon thereuf, the delire of golde mighs 
intice our menne to inhabite his kingdome, as indeed the (ce] 

king was a prophet in lo thinking, Eerthey choſe that and the 
region of Pecchorre/a to inhabite, and determined to buylde 
cownes inthem both, it it thould ſo pleale the king of Callile : 
alwell that they may bee bayting places and vittailyng houſes 
for {uch as ſhould iourney tewarce the touth, as allo that both 
the regions were tfruitefulland of good grounde to beare fruites 
and trees. Intending nowerthcretore to depart trom thence, 
hee tryed the earth by chaunce in an other place, where the co- 
lourof the ground, with cettayne [ſhining ſtones, feemed to be 
a token of golde, wherecauling almall pitteto bedigged, litle 
beneath the ypper crult of che carth, hee founde lomuch gold 
as weyghed the peece of golde whiche the Spanyardes call - 
C aſtellonwn Arrewm, and iscommon:y called Peſrs, but notin 
one giayne, Retoycing at theſe tokens, in hope of great riches, 
hee bad Trminama to bee of good comtoit, promiling kim that 
hee woulde bee his friende and deicaver, fo that hee troubled 
NCCAny of the Kinges, whiche were friendes to the Chriſtians: 
FHice alſo periv.aded him to gather plentie of golde. Some lay 
that he 'edde away ali 771-nam.t is women, and {oyled hins, 
leaſt he toulde rebell. Yethee delivered his ſonre to J";/chus, 
to be brou;, tt vpwith our menne, to learne their language and 
*clig'0n, that hee might lereaſter the better vic his helpe,

Allo ſome of them which 
were ſomewhat teeble, and not able to trauayle, althuugh not 
grieuoully lIicke, were Jedde by the armes, vntiil they came to 
the dominion of king Comogrus, agreat triende tothe Chri- 
(tians, of whom we haue largely mace mention betore. At } a( 
chns comming thither, hee tounde that the olde king was dead 
and his Sonne ( whome wee fo prayled for his wiledome )to 
raygne in his ſtcade, and that he was baptized by the name of 
Charles. The pallace of this Commogrz:, is lituate at the foote 
of a ſteepe hyll well cultured, hauing toward the ſoutha plaine 
of twelue lcagues in breadth, and very fruitctull. This playne 
they call Zavana. Beyondethis, are the great and high moun- 
taynes, whiche diuide the two fleas, whercot wee haue ſpoken 
before. Our of the ſteepe hilles, ſpringeth the ryuer Commougrs 
whiche runneth through the ſayde playne to the hygh moun- 
taynes, recciuing into his channel by their valleyes,all other 
ryuers, and ſo falleth into the ſouth fea : Iris diltant from Da- 
ena, about threeſcore and tenne leagues towarde the weſt. As 
our men therfore came to thele parties,king Commogras(otlier- 

wiſe called Charles by his chriftian name ) met them 10vtully, 

andentertayned them honourably, giuing them their tyll of 
pleafauntmeates and drinkes : Hee gauc allo to Va/chis twentie 

pounde weight of wrought golde. J a/c-#s recumpenced him 

with thinges whiche hee eſteemed mucke more, as axes, and 

fundry kindesct carpenters tooles : alloa fouldierscloake, and 

a fayre ſhurt, wrought with needle woorke. By thele giires Co- 

mogrus thought him(elte to bee halte a God among his borde- 

rers. Vaſches athis departing from hence, carnelt;y charged 
Cemogrus, andthe other kinges, toremayne faithiuiiand obe- 

dient tothe chriſtian king of Caſtile, it they delired to live in 
peace and quietnelle, and that they ſhoulde hereafter more dili-

For Andreas willthat this violent courſe of wa- 
ter be recciued in the lappe of theiſuppoſed continent,which ben 
deth ſo much, and extendeth fo farre towarde the North, as wee 
haue ſayde:and that by the obie& or reliltance of the lande, fo 
bending and crooking, the water ſhould as it were rebounde

Vhile they (tay,behold tro the welt,they 
diſcry a Canow comming trom {#catan,which brought the C'9- 
Wmeilas and one Ut the captiue Chriltians, called Hieronm:es 
Aqmiars, an Afegitan]andall who had liued 7.yeers ainong the 
Iacatanes:\nith whatioy each imbraced other,this cafual accident 
may declare. He reporteth vnto them his owne hard chaunce &

and they harken vnto him with attentiue minds. Here I chinke it 
not much from the matter, nortroublelome to your Holwmeſſe, if 
I rehearle h&w this mitchice befel them, In my former Decads 
I made mention of acertaine noble man called Jalarmta, lent tro 
the Spaniards which inhabited Darien in the ſuppofed Continet

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Floting betweene theſe conflictes, they were tofſed hether and 
thether with the whirle-pooles, which had almoſt ſwallowed them 
inſomuch that for along ſpace they doubted of any hope of life, 
Thus ſtriuing with fayle and oares, they were ſcarce ableto over- 
come the violence thereof, For when they thought, they hadde

to be fairer then the white: and the white man thinketh other= 
wiſe. Hee that 1s polled thinketh himuſelte more amiable then hee 
that weareth long kayre, and the bearded man ſuppoſeth hee is 
more comely then he that wanterh a beard. As appetite therefore 
moueth, nor as reaſon per[wadeth, men run into theſe vanities, 
and cuery proutnce 1s ruled by their owneſenſc, as one layth,we 
choſe vaincthings, and abhorre thinges'certaine and profitable. 
Whence they haue gold wee have ſufhciently ſpoken , but our 
men wondred whence they had their filucr. They ihewe them 
high mountaynes continually coucred with ſnow, which tewe 
times of the yeere ſhewe their bare topps , by realonof thicke 
cloudesand miſts.

I fayd before, that a Caſte- 
lane 15a coyne of golde, weightng a third part more then the Du- 
cate, In the center ofthis null, was an Image ofa cubite long, 
repreſenting a King fitting in a throanc, cloathed to the knee, , 
like vnto their Zemes, with ſuch a countenance, as we yſe to 
paint hobgoblings or ſpirites which walke by night. The field 
or plaine without the center was floriſhed with boughes, flow- 
ers, and leaues. The other of ſiluer was like vnto it, and almoſt 
of the ſame weight:and both were of pure mettall.T hey broughr 
alſo graincs ot gold, as =_ grew, not molten, for proote of 
native gold, which were as bigas Lintcls, and ſmall pulſe, And 
two chaynes ofgold, whereof the one contayned eight linckes, 
wherein 22%. redd ſtones wereſet, butnot carbuncles, and 183, 
greene ſtones, which are of the fame eſtimation there that the bcſt 
Emerodes are with vs, At the edge of this chaine, hang twen- 
ty ſeuen golden belles, and berweene euecry bell foure tewels er 
in gold, at euery one whereofgolden pendants hang. The other 
chaine hadg.round lincks, beſet with 102,red (tones, & with 172 
greenc, garnithed with 26, golden belles. Inthe muddle of the 
chaine,were 10. greatprecious ftones {ct 1n gold, at the which 
1 ; 0.golden pendants hung, curioully wrought. They brought 
alſo by chaunce 12, payre of leather buskins of diuers cclours, 
ſome emvroydered with gold , and ſome with filuer, and ſome 
with precious ſtones, both blewe, and greene. At cucry ot theſe 
hung golden belles : allo certaine myters, and attyres of the kead 
tull of diners blew precious ſtones fowedin them, like vnto Sis The Tndians 
phircs. 1 know not what to ſay of the creſts, helmets, and {anne <*<<llal other 
of feathers ; if manns witte or invention cucrgot any honcur wo ia Pot 


in ſuch like artes, thele people niay woorthily obrayne the wockmazfhip, 
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cheife ſoueraingty and commendation. Surely I maruelle not at 
the gold and precious ſtones, but wonder with a{ltonihment with 
what induſtric and laborious artthe curious workemanihipp ex- 
ceedeth the matter ard ſubitance, I beheld a thoulande ihapes, 
and athouland tormes, rich I cannot expreſle 1n writing : ſo 
that in my 1dgement 1 ncuer ſaw any thing which might more 
allure the eyes of men with the beauty thereof, T heteathers of 
their foul: yaknowneto vs, are moſt beautitulland jIuning, A? 
they wou!d admire our pcacocks, or pnelants traines when they 
iawethem : ſo d1d wee wonder at their feathers, with the whuch 


"they make thei tannes, and cretts, and rimly beaurtfie all thei 


worke. \\'ce ſaiye blevwe, greene, yeallow, redd, white & brov;” 
nih, to bc natiue colours im tcathers. All thole inſtruments they 
make of gold, They brought two helmets coucred with blewe 
precious [tones ; one edged with golden belles, and many plates 
ot gold, rwogolden knobbes ſultaining the belles. The other 
couered withthe lainc itones, but edged with 25. golden bellcs, 
creſted with a grecne toule fitting on the top of the helmet, whole 
tecte, bill, and cyes wereall of gold, and feuerall golden knobbes 
fultaimed cuery bell, Alſo foure rrowt-ſpeares three-ftorked , co- 
nered ouer with quilles, and platted and wrought in,of diucrs c0- 
jours, the tecth whereof were tull !of precious ſtones, fattencd 
together with golden threedes, and wyars. T hey brought allo a 
great Sceprter beſet with prectous ſtones after the ſame manner, 
11h tvo golden ripges, and a bracelct of golde : and iſhooes 
ofan Harts skinne, towed with golden wyar , witha white fole 
:n the bottom, anda looking glaſſe ot a bright ſtone, halte blcy 
and white, tet in golde : and by chaunce allo they brought a 
clecretran{parent ſtone called Sphengites, Likewiſe a Lyſcr! {ct 
12 gold, andtwo great fliclles, two golden duckes, and the ſuti- 
dry inapesof divers birdes, and all ot golde, foure fiihes call. 

Belides targctts 
forthe warres,and bucklers, 2 4. thealdes ct gold, 5, of filuer, wht 
ſocuerthey brought was curlonily wroughtinwith feathers, Alio 
alight {quaretarget platted and wouen with quilles and feathers 
of a:ucrs colours, 1n the front whereot, the midle of the golden 
Mate was morauen with the portraiture of the Idoll Zczcs, Foure 
Othcr g0144un Jates in mancri ofa crofle inclole the Image, wherin 
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were the proportions of diuers beaſtes, as Lyons, Tygers, and 
Woolues, hauing their heads tramed of twigges,and little ſplints 
of timber, with the skinnes of the beaſtes ſowed ypon them, gar- l 
niſhed with copper belles,and the ihapes of dive rs other bealts ex- (hens 
ceeding well made ot the whole sKinne, Likewiſe great ſheetes 
| otgollampine cotron, intermingled with blacke,wlute, and yeal- 

loiv colours,checker wile, which1s an arguwent, that they are ac- 

quainted with chefſe boards. One of theſe ſheers, on the right fide 

was chequered with vlacke, whute, and r2d cciours, and on the 1n- 

fide, all ot one colour,without varicty,, Another alſo wouen atter 

the ſame manner,ot other colors,with a blacke wheele in the nu - 

delt, full of rayes and ſpots, with bright feathers 1ntermixed. T wo 

other white ſheetes alto, Tapeſtry couerlets, rich Arras hangings, 

alitle ſouldiers cloake or caflocke,tuch as they vic to weare 1n their 

countne,with certaine wouen coates which they weare vnder the, 

and divers thinnel1ght tyres for the head , TI onucte many other 

thinges more beautitull robchold, then prectous,which I ſuppole 

would be more tediousto your Hol/zeſſe, then delighttull to re- ] 

port: aSalſo the innumerable particulars of the diſcouerers,con- 
cerning their labours, wantes, dangers, monſters, and many ad- . 
uerſitics, whereof cuery one in their anotations largely ducourte, 
which alloareread and regiſtred in our Senate of /:24:az attayres, 
Thele tewe obferuations 1 haue gathered out of many and divers 

of their bookes, and private letters, Yet the bringers of thelc 
preſents, and Fcrdindiidiis Cortes the Admuaral!l, and author of e- 

recting the new Ce/2y, in thoſe remote countries, were adiudg- 

ed by the Kings Counceil of 7:4:.:, ro haue done againit equity 

and right, for that withoutthe adiuſe of the Gouernour of C- 

b.,, whoby the Kings authority lent them forth, they tooke the 

matter vppon them contrary to his commaundement, and that 

they went (although it were tothe King ) without his conſent. 

Diecus Velaſquer, theretore,the Gouernour by his procurator ac- 

culeth taem astugitiue theeues, and trattourstothe King : but 
theyalledge, thatthey had performed much better ſeruice and 0- 
bedience to the King, and that they appealed to a greater tribunal 

andan higher Iudye : and ſay, thatthey turnithed a nauie attheir 

owne charge, and that the Gonernour hunſelte parted with no- | 
ttung vpon other termes, then as a marchant that was to recetue 
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92incand profitby his commodities, which they alleadge, he ſold 
at afarre dcarer rate. The Gouernour requireth to haue them pu< 
nithed by death,they delire magittracy and othces of commaund, 
and reward for the daungers, andlabours ſuſtayned, Both the 
reward, and puniſhment arc deterred : yet was 1t decreed, that 
both parties thould be heard, Now let vs returne to the Dari. 
»cx/csthe 1nhabitants ofthe gulte of 774444 1n the {uppoled Con- 
tinent, Wee haue ſayd hecretofore that Darien 1s a river talling 
:nto the Welt fide of the gulte of 37.2412. Vpon the banke where- 
ofthe Spaniardes erected a Colony, pelo the King Cemac- 
c1ts by torce of armes : and called the name of the Colony Sar- 
ta Maria Antiqua, by occaſion of a vow made at the timie of the 
fight, To thele ( as wee mentionedin the eade cf our Decades) 
the ſame yeere wee cealcd to write, ' 1200. men were {cnt vader 
the conduct of Perrus Arizs Avulenſis , at therequelt of Va(ques 
Nunnes Balboa, who fit diſcouered the South Sea heeretotore 
vnknowne, and gouernced the Darienexſes. Petrus Arias arriung 
at Darien with ample authority trom the King, we declared, that 
divers Centurions were lent forth diuers wayes with diuers com- 
avies of foote : whereupon what followed 1 will brietly deliver, 
a all was hideous and dreadfull, & nothing pleaſing. Since 
our Decades cealed, no other thing was aCted {aue to kill, and 
be killed, toflaughter, and be flaughtered. The Catholique king 
created Jaſcrs Baiboa Atlzitado, who could notbrooke the ,ſo= 
ecraignty and commaunde of Petr Arias, lo thatthe diſſention 
betweene them overthrew all, /obawncs Capears the Biſhop, a 
{3m Fryer of the order of $, Fraxcs mediated the matter 
etweene them, and promuled to giue J'a/ques the daughter of 
Petrus Arias towite, But no meanes might be found to make a- 
greement betweenethele two Commanders. I hey fall out much 
:nore cruelly, tinſomuch that the matter came to that paſſe, that 
Petr:25 Arias taking occaſion againlt J4/ch:zs through proces tra- 
med by the magittrats of the citty, commaunded Y/c44 to be 
ſdrangled, and 5, other cheite Commanders with hum, ſaying that

Sea, where Yaſcks built a fleete of 4. ſhipps, to ſearch the ſouth 
thoare of the ſuppoſed Continent. And afhrmeth, that ro the 
300, {oultters he had with lum, ( lus companions 1n n—_ =

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ſhould fpeake theſe wordes. What, my friendes and fellow ſoul- 
diers, partakers with ine of ſo many labours, and daungers, ihal! 
we alwayes be ſubieCt to anothers commaund? \Vho can nowe 
indure the inſolency and pride of this Gouernour? let vs follow 
chele ſhoarcs whither Fortune ſhall conduct vs,and among ſo ma- 
ny Elifian prouinces cf ſo huge aland, let vs choſe one, where 
at length wee way leade the remnant of our life in treedome + 
and liberty. What manne thall be able to tinde vs our, or hawng 
foundys do vs viclence?Thele wordes being reported tothe Go- 
ucrnour, Petrus Arias ſendeth tor Ja/chustrom the South : J/af- 
chus obeyeth his commaund, and 1s calt in pryſon, and yet deny- 
eth chat he cucr unagined any ſuch purpoſe. Whercupon they 
ſoughtto produce teſtimony of the miſdemeanours which he had 
commutted : his wordesare repcated from the begrnning, and 
he adiudged worthy of death, and was executed, So poore mi yy, 
ſcrable Yaſch:z5 (cuen when he hoped to obtayne greater titles)en« GEE 
ded the labours and dangers which he had vndergon, Petrus \ A- 
r:a5, leauing his wite in Daricna, imbarxeth hinſclte in the ficete, 
to ſcarch the countries lying on the ſhoare : but whether hee bee 
returned, we haue yet no certaine intelligence, ſo that Fortune 
playes her part alſo with him, Foreuen now another whole name 
was Lzpru S$9ſa, being called home, from the fortunate Tlandes, Lupus Sofa 
where he had beene Viceroy along time, was made Gouernouy 3% Goner.

declared more at large. The Zempoalenſes theretore promiſe to 
gtuc Cortes pledges tor their hdelity,and auxiliary forces( valiant 
ard Couragious walriours ) againlt the 'Tyrant becauſe they 
hope (that God, creator of Heauen and catth fauoringe them, 
of whom our men made report, and allo ately brake downe 
their parents Iinages which they worſhipped before) they ſhall 
free the citty trom'lo cruella Tyrant, and reſtore liberty to the 
whole Prouince, othcrwiſe molt fortunate, it Cortes would pitty 
this their ſo great calamity, & meete with theircruell iniuryes: 
aad they turther ſay,they doubt not but they (hal get the victory 
becaule they thought Cortes and his conforts were lent from 
Heauen, ſeing they were ſo mild vnto the conquered, and ſuch 
de{troyers of them that retuled amity with them, or being fewe 
in number, that they durſt ſtand, and reliſt ſo greata lorte of 
wal riours, as the POWCT of the Potemchitnenſroans was. For our 
men in that battayle difranked and oucrthrewe 40000, Ar- 
med men { as your Holes, hath often heard cf them who were 
preſent thereat, and hath likewiſe read it in ietters ſent from the 
cheife Commaunders) with nov more then 500, tote, 16. horſe 
and ſom? great ordtnaace, Heere we mult make alitie digreilion 
to another ſort of men,-hoare of fo {lender and baſe a courage 
as they take thole things tor tables, which tlicy think to be with- 
out con:paile cf their ſtrength. Theſe men will writh the Noſe, 
whenthey i: all vnderſtand that fo many thouſands of the enc- 
mye were oucrttirown by fo ſmall anumber of fouldiers.

with ſo greata muititude, that kis army hauinze pitched their 
tentes, delirous to dine,drinking river water, urew tneircharels 
erye)when he had nogreater a power then 12.thouſand Grectans 
{o that the Emperor being ſcarce able to flie, eſcaped with 
one lhippe onely 2 Belides, our menne hadd twoe ſeue- 
rall kindes of hott, neuerſeenc bctore to thole Burbariys 
or cuer hearde of , which with the onely light thereof compelled

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them to runn away, towit, the tiunder of the ordinance, & 
the tlame and fulphury fm2l] illuiage from the greatartille- 
ry which they ſuppoſed to be thunder and lightning, broughe 
by our menn trom heauen. Neither were they letle terrih.

As he was vppon the way, it was 
told him that an vaknowne Fleete wandred along that ſhure : & 
as he vnderſtoode, it was Franci/cns Garams Gouernour of the Franciſcus 
Ilande lamaica, whoalſo ſoughta place to erect a newe { Wore , Garaius. 
Wheretore Cortes ſendeth metlengers to Garars, andoftereth

founce F/-r:dz, tobe no lland,but by huge crooked windings & 
turningesto bee loynedto this mayne Continent of Texxſt:tan, 
Gerais layling to thole thores, light ypon ariuer, flowing into 


_ the Vcc with a broade muutn, and trom his ſhips,dilcryed ma- 
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ny villages coucred with reees, A king whole name is Pannuchnus 
polletIt beth tides of that ryucr, from which the country allo 
is called Paprcha. This king is reported tobe ſfubiect to the great 
King / /atecarya, and to paye him tribute. Freelibertie of trad- 
163 Was a0t permitted there, and as wee gather by the Chart or 
mp wich Garars lis panters brought, it bendeth like a bow, 
{0 that defcenune from Texrſ/itz tothe North, it bendeth al- 
Waycs more and more tothe iniddleut a bowe. And preſently a- 
O211Cit bendeth by litleand Jitle to the South, ſo that if a line be 
{tretched from the hore of Texxſtuar, to that part of the lande 
which Johannes Pontins fit touched, from the North fide of Fer 
»andia, \t will make the [tring of the bow, Garaue thinketh that 
coaltto be very litle prottable,becaulc he ſawe tokens & lignes 
of {1nall ſtore of golde, and that not pure, Wherefore he wiſhed 
rather to erea Colony not farre from Santtz (7x the (olopy of 
Cortes, but he torbad him. For in that place ( vrceshimfelte plan» 
ted another, which he called by the name of Almeri:, from Al- 
714A Citie of the Kingdome of Granado ſtanding on the Sea 
hore, which not many veers lince was recouered tro the /ſoores 
by warlike prowetle. Thele things being thus done, (ortes pur- 
lueth bis cntended purpole. And hauing marched foure daycs 
iourney, forwardetrom Zemport,came into a Prouince named 
Storch malirem, whicheis a playne hauing onely one citic or 
rowne, leated on the hide of alitleriling hill, exceeding ſtronge 
and fortified by nature. Thereis no uther acceilevnto it, but 
by two ſcales or greeces, made by mans hande, harde to clime: 
which isthe ſeate, and houſe of the King of that ſinall Prowince 
cributarie to King Antecerma. It is a molt truitefull Province, 
cuery where in rhe playne full of many townes and villages, 
euery one of them contayning 300. or 400. houſes, but 


_ countrey cottages, Lhe Nablitic ( as it falleth out cucry 
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where) dwell with their Kinge. This king peaceably entertained 
our menne inhis towne',and ted them well, attirming that At#- 
teczuma charged him to te due. Cortes layeth, hee will report it 
to Mntecaumaand giue him thankes, and turther ſaith that hee 
came out of his owne Empire and dominions to {ce him. Cortes 
departing from this kinge,went to a molt high mountaineinclo- 
lingthe endor boundes of that prouince. Corres athrmeth,and 
they that came from it conftetle, that no mountaine in Spayxe 
is higher, and that paſling ouer it inthe Moneth of Augult,they 
indured ſharpe and bitter cold, by reaſon of the congealed ſnow 
& continuall Ice. In the deſcent of theſe mountaines, they enter 
another plaine, at the beginninge and entrance whereof [tan- 7, . 
d&cth a towne named Texwnacrm , this allo is a molt truitfuil ,gyrc. 
plaine ,and fortihed with many villages and towers , and all of 
them {ubie@to Aſuteczama. Being gone out of that valleye 
two dayes iorney, weakened & ſpent with hunger and cold they 

alled ouer barren countries without water, and therefore deſo- 
Pranks notinhabited. Through that diltemper, anda violent 
{torme of winde and raine, with lighten:nge and thunder many 
periſhed.

Certes thereforeexpeRing the mellengers, and none of them 
returned, departed 'from that towne, yet ſpent eight dayes in 
that valley, and diuers villages thereabour, 1n the meane ſpace 
the Zcmpealenſes goe about to periwade Corres, to procure the 
amiric and friendſhip of the Taſca/tecar common wealth, decla- 
ring how great helpe he ſhould findein them againſt the power 
of A7utecznmasit at any time hee attempted to doe any thing a- 
gainſt them. \Vhereupon he remoued thence towardes 7a/cal- 
teea.In his journey he founde another valley,which a wall of 20.

length they retyred, and bylitle and litle drewe our men purtu- 

ing them, to an hidden ambulcado of armed wen, abourſome 
hundred thoulande as Cortes himtelte writeth. The Barbarians Ware ng 4 
ifſue foorth, and compalled our men on cuery {14e, fo that they buſt, 
fought with doubtfull {uccetle trom an houre betore noone vn- 
till thecuening, In that battayle the Z empoalen/es, Zacatamint, A doubrtull 
IRacmaſtitani,and the rett of the inhabitantes, who tolowed Cor. vattayle, 

zes, behaued themſelues valiantly, compeiled through extreme 

necellitie :for being incloſed within the countries ot the Taſealte- 

canes,there was no way open for flignt. The only hope of their 

fatty was, to deſpaire of ſafty, Yt they had bin vanquithed,they 

had made the Taſcalrecazesadaintic banquet with their fleſh. For 5 ſavagepeas 
the conquered become toode tothe conquerours. Wheretore ple. 

the Ty/caltecanes truſting in their muititude began nowe to licke 

tneir Iippes, thraugh hope of daintie and delicatecates , when 

they vnderltoodeatforraine nation hadentred the hmits of their 

borders. But it fell outotherwife with them : tor Corres had lixe 

felde peeces, and as many arquebus ſhot, fourtic archers,& 13. 

horſemen intermixed w:th them, warlike engines aad inſtru- 

ments vaknown to the Barbarians, Wherefore that cloud of Bar 

b.rianswas nowe at length diſperſed : yet hee patled that night 

without fleepe(in a certain chappellin the field conſecrated to I- 
dolatry)much troubled & diſquicted in mind.

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of (#ba.Leauing garriſons thertore in the Pallace where he kept 
Afneczume, lee lpake vato Mutecwrmain theſe words. O my 
King Afntoanmnow occalion of thy future happines ottereth 
it (elite, it che king thal find thee taithtull at ſuch atime,it thal coc 
to palle chat al things (hall ſucceed profperouliy,& happily vato 
thee. I goe,tolcarch out what this matter may be,in my abfence 
be carctull that no innouation ariſe. The Spanyards who I icaue 
t be at your command, I commed to your taithtull protection, 
Autecernmanronued them al tuccuur& helpe,& layd,he would 
accou:tthe Spaniards :in f[teed of kinſinen.Go profperoully,& it 
they touch my borders with a treacherous mind, giue me notice 
tierot ; & Iwill command them to be ſubdued by war, & expel- 
FRG Jed out of my countries. Therefore leauing a garriſon there,and 
ava 01 and 2cttowWing certaine acceptable preſents vpon Adutecunma, & his 
yocth againit lonhe takerh his iourncy towards Pamphilxe,who had lcated [11s 
Pamptulus, feltein Zempeal, and ſeduced thecitizens againit ( &res, He went 
with that mind,to diſturb whatfoeuer he met oppoted vnto him 
$0 Cortes went vnto him : and omitting circumltances, ſendeth 
tor his A/ouazul{(that is to lay the executioner of Iultice, which 
the latinescalla fergeit:although a ſergeant ſeldoe cometh into 
the dining roome) & ſendeth him before with 80. fuotme, with 
commandement that viing þPrxtorian law, he apprehend Pax 
philizs. He himſelffoloweth atterts aid him with the reſt, w were 
170. He therefore with 250.men ſetteth vpon Pampmlius,not vn 
prepared,becaule he wasadmoniſhed therot by the lcouts, Pam- 
phulzes had fortified himfelte in an high tower of the teple of that 
<itie:& had eight pecces of ordinance planted on the ſteps of the 
ltaires. This Terentian Pamphilzs rather,then that Troun Hettoy 
is beſet wich $oo.ſoldiers,atlaulted, & take, VVe think thole Pam 
plalitlouldiers durit not litt vp their headsagailt Cortes, whoſom 
rume made them atraid,when he was chiet gouernor ofp citie of 
Cxba:weallo think Þthechiete comiders were ſeduced through 
p lubtilty & crafty deuiſes of Certes:that,at p time when y matter 
was to be pertormed,they (huld leaue their ſwords they brought 
w chem,in cher ſheaths. Here many things are muttered againſt 
Corres W tiunc wil diſcouer:howſoeuer it be, Pamphilss making ls 
reliſtice,lolt one of his eies. So he led away Paphilzs with on eye, 


vo alle betorg had the luſter of z.cyes,& with him, his chiefe 
conlorts, 
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clorts,faithful { entariasto their General: who are ſaid to bebut 

atcw,A certain Licentiate called A:g/ronry, an excellent lawyer, 

one of y Senators of Hiſpanilatolowed Pamphilns. T his licetiate 

in the behalte of the Senate of Hi/pamolrby whom lawes were gi 

ucin to al thole parts,commaded /xcobres Jelaxquez,, not tolende 

out that Hleete againſt Cortes,& that he ſhould not be the occalis 

ot ſo great amilchietc:who laid that the matterwas to be decided 

hy authoritie of the king,& not by armes: & cic allo to declare y 

{.cto Paphilus,&indeuored with all his power to diuert y authors 

ot the ficete from that enterpriſe, Thus Tereztian Pamphilus did 

not onely not obey him,butcaſting the Senator into priſon, ſent 
biminalhipto Cbato Dierres Valaſquez, the inueter therot, The 

wildome of þ Licentiate was ſuch,that ſeducing the mariners, he 

brought his keepers boiid,in the ſame {hip to H:ſpaniela.So they 

becaimea pray in the lapof fortune. Thele are {mall matters, let 

v$ now come to thoſe of more weight, & importice, Wholoeuer 

followed Pamphils, (tucke to Cortes the known Gouernour of y 

citie. He ſent the ſhips to the garriſons of Þ Colomeof Vers Crix, 
to giue them notice of the victorie:& with the relt hee taketh J11s 
tourney towards Tenrſtitan : & (endeth mellengers before,to cer- 
tine Afuteczrmaland the reſt who were left behinde)concerning 

the ſucceile ofthinges. This metlenger was ſtabbed with manie 

wounds in the way,{o that he ſcarſ{c eſcaped aliue : who brought 

backe newes,that they wereall in an vproare in thecity Texxſtitz The Tenuti. 
& that the Barbaeriays were reuolted,and had burned thoſe 4. Zr; ans in revelliÞ 
8artms(whereot I made mention before)built forYetence of our 9: 

men, and that ourgarriſons being beleiged were 1n extreame pe- 

ill, and ſtraightly beſet with fire and [word,and all prouiſion of 

victuall intercepted. And he further ſaid, that they hadall peri- 

ined,and bin ouerthrown,if A{#teczxma had not withltood it, to Th, p4.Hee 
whom the citizens are now become rebellious & diſobedient as ofMutecm.

T hey had fortified p 
Pallacein maner of a Caſ{lle,thic Caſtle had hie churches,neerw 
ſtood a tower inuiroged with fre trees, They greatly ingimaged 
our me by calting darts & ſtones out of 'ytirre trees, & torereties, 
As loon as the Zarbartas vnderitoody Cortes was coe with auxi 
liary forces,& entred the Pallace, to his me,they begimore futi- 
oully & herlly to aiJault the, a blacke cloud of {tones & darts,& 
arrowes,& al kind of weapos deliuercd from the hid,cie fo thick 
Pour men could not diſcerne the 5ky. The clamors railed to the

tobtrhey ſaythe battaile continued from morning vatillthe e- 9g , 4 _ 
ucning. T his was an intolleravle labour for our men, Pthey Were the evening, 
il compelled to be al in armes,the whole day,but much more ea 
iv forthem.that 4.times in eyery houre, freſh & ſound men were 
placed in the rancxs in lteed of the weary,flaine,& wotided men. 
v0 cameno lelle chcertullvnto dager, then they departed wea 
rytrom the fight:logreat was the perturbation uf that hatred, 
th?vnowconceiued, They exhorted one another, to indeuoure 
corragiouſly to thrult ſuch gueſtes out of their houles,that none 
could liuc with morecontentment, then toſhake of ſuch a yoke 
from their neckes,by fighting,or looling their liues for y libertie 
of theircountry. Sothey continued the whole day inthe battaile

thereof, eucn tothe lyte. Ve leemed to behulde liuing coun« 
tenances, and wondered at their velle[s,carerings, chains,brace- 
lettes, andall of golde, wherein the curious workemanſhip and 
labour exceeded the matter and mettall, as alſo their creltes, | 
plumes, targettes, and helmettes, artificially wrought with 
linale prickes and pouncing (o drawne outin length, that with 
the linalnetle thereof, deceiued the very light of the Eye : wee | 
were muche delighted with the beautie of two glalles ctpecially, | 
the one was garniſhed and edged about, with an halfe globe of 
golde, the circumterenceand compalle thereot was a [panne 
broade : the other was fettc in greene woode, not lo bigge als 
together. This Ribera layth,that there is ſuch a Quarrie of {tons 


. in thoſe Countryes, that excellent glailes may bee made there- 


of by (moothing and poliſhing them, ſo that weeall confetled 
that none of ours did better ſhewe the naturall and liuely face of 
a manne. Wee lawe a Vilarde very exccllently well made, (ct 
ina table on the inlide, and aboue vpon that, inlayed with ve- 
ry ſmall (tones, lo faſtened together, that the nales coulde not 
entcr them, and the cleereſt eye woulde thinke them to bee one 
cntireltone, made of the ſame matter , whereot wee layde the 
glatle was compoled : it hadde alſo golden eares, and 2. greene 
Circles of Emrodes euerthwart the face therof, trom cither {ide 
of the heade, and as many yellow, with bone teeth, ſhewing 
themſclues halfe out of the mouth, whereof two of the inner- 
molk checke teeth hanging downe from either iawe, were putte 
forth without the lyppes : thoſe Viſardes they ſette before their 
Idolles tace, when their Prince 1s licke, and take them not a- 
way before hee cither eſcape and recouer, orels die. Afterthis, 
hee brought foorth diuers garmentes out of a very great chelt : 
they haue three kindes of matter or (tufte,whereot they make al 
garments, the firſt is of Cotton,the next, of the teathers of touie 
and the thirde, they compact of Conies haire:and they ſetthole 
teathers in ſuch order betweene the Cony haire, & intermingic 
them betweene the thriddes of the Cotton , and weaue them in 
fuch difhculty, that we doc notwell vaderſtand how they might 
do it.Ot cotton there is no wonder : for they weaue their cotton 
cloth,as we weaue,or begin ourwebs,of linnen, woollen,or lilke.

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| Concerning the ſhape and faſhion of their garments, it is ridicu- 
| Jous tobcholde:they call it a garment, becauſe they couer them- 
ſelucs therewith, but it hath no reſetnblance with any other gar- 
ment,of any faſhion: it is onely a ſquare couering likevnto that, 
which your Helzescalt on your ſhoulders, lomt.mes in my pre- 
ſeyce, when you were about to kembe your heade , to preſerue 
your garments,lealt haire,or any other filth ſhould fal ypon the 
T hat couering they calt about their necke,and then knitting 2. 
of the toure corners vnder their throate, they lette the couering 
hange downe, whiche ſcarce couereth the bodic as Juweas the | 
legges. Hauing lcene theſe garmentes I ceaſed to wonder, that 
ſogreata number of garmentes was ſent to Corres,as we mentio- 
ned before : for they are of ſmall moment, and many of them 
take vppe but [itle roome. T hey haue allo tloppes or breeches , opp es Or 
whercat (for elegancie & ornament)certayn toycs oi teathers of ons 
divers colours hange : from the knee downeward they goe bare. 
Many ve breeches for the molt parte of feathers, they mingle 
feathers and Conies haire molt curioully together in the cotton 
thriddes inall thinges, and of them they make theirwinter gar- 
ments, and couerlets or blankets for the night. For the relt,they 
are naked, and vnlellc it be extreame cold,they alwayes put out 
one of their armes. T herfore they are al ſomwhat ſwartt,& brown 
coloured : but the country (although they ſometimes feelethe 
cold)necellarily cannot be much troubled with cold,ſeeing they 
fay that plaine'is diſtant from the Notth Pole from 19.Degices 
onely vnto 22, but I marked one thing deſcribed in the Mappes 
whereof he hath brought many.On the North, the Mountains 
in ſomeplaces are diſtant one from another, molt fruitefull val- 
I:yes diuiding them,betweenethe narrow patlages whereof, the 
violence of the Northernewindes is very 69+ and boyltrous 
in that playne, avd therefore that ſide of thecitty Tear/titax 
whiche looketh towardes the North, is fortified w.th rampires 
of huge ſtones, and tymberfaſtened in the grounde, todetend 
the citie from the violence of whirlewindes. Ilawe the like in» 
vention at Yeatce, to ſuſtayne the furie of the Adriaticke Sea , 
leaſteit ſhoulde ſhake the houſes, the Venetians cail that 
pile of woode, the ſhore, commonly EX/ Lis, Contratily, 


on the Southe fide all the Mountaynes ioyne one vi 
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vpon another, fo high, thatthe South windes haue no power ta 
bluwe through that plaync, to giue them heate : butthe North 
windes come from the skie, and from on high doe more beate 
vpon them then the South winds,becaule they aſcend from the 
bottome tothe touppe, and the playne it feife hath perpetual 
lnowie Mountaynes, and burning Mountaynes not farre trem 
it. Wee awe a Mappe of thole countreyes 30. foote long, and 
little letle in breadth, made of white cotton ,wouen :wRerein the 
whole playne was at large delcrived, with the Promnces, alwell 
triendes, as cnemyes to CInreczuma. The huge Mountaynes 
compalting the playne on euery lide, and the South coaftes al. 
lobutting vppon the ſhoreare ther, together deſcribed, from 
whole Inhabitantes they lay, they had hearde, that certaine I. 
landes were neerevnto thole ſhores, where( as we ſayde before) 
the Spyces grew, and great plentic of gold and precious ſtones 


He digrefſeth were ngeadred. Here ( molt holy Father) I mutt maxea little 
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digreltton. Vhen this poynt was reade amonglt vs, many di- 
ttorted the noſe, and thought that fabulous which the letters re-

Then preſently the King de- 
parting, bindeth them to the breaſts of ewo old men of approued 
authority, with linnen clothes after their manner fairely wrought 
of cotton, They bring them out decked with garments of tcathers 
of divers colours, and accompany them vnto the open fielde with 
hy:nnes, and ſongs, or with dauncing and{kipping of young men 
and maidens. And atthar time it is not lawtull tor any to ſtay at 
home, or to bee elſe where : not onely hee who ſhould bee abſent 
ſhoulde be taxed with the f1nne and fault ofhereſie , bur allo hee 
who thould exerciſe this ceremony coldly, or diſorderedly. The 
men accompany them the whole day,and the women allthe night

But they vt 
terly deny to giue them liberty , by many examples alledged, 
T hat tholc Barbarizns coulde neuerattempte the deltruftion of 
the Chriltians, but that they executed their purpufes and deuiles 
and when it hath beene often proued whether libertie might bee 
profitable, itis manifeltly knouwne that it bred their ouerthrowe 
and ruine. Forbeing idle and ſlothfull,they wander vp & downe, 
and returne to their olde rites and ceremonies, atid toule and 
milchieuous ates.

Now at length the com- 
pa1nic of the ticeteatryue atthe mouth of Pazaczs, of eleucn 3. 


1s Commandets of that Prouince, [acobzs Docampo $o0ucrmout 
of the citie , and /a/cgms leader of tae touldiers, caryed by boat, 
e,terthe Admirall of chat fleete, they cailly ſeduce the louldiers 
and quickly arawe thereit intothe power of C'2ztes, {o that the 
ſiippes are caryed vptie ryuerto tie Colony of S. Stephen.
